first quarter of last year, but was 2°2 below the mean rate in the first quarters 
of the ten years 1880-89. The lowest county rates last quarter were 24° 5\in 
Rutlandshire, 25:4 in Sussex, 26*4 in Shropshire, 26°8 in Surrey (extra-metro- 
politan), and 27°5 in Herefordshire ; while the rates ranged upwards in the other 
registration counties to 34°7 in Staffordshire, 35°3 in Northumberland, 37°5 in 
Essex, and 39°9 in Monmouthshire. The rates were 23°6 in North Wales and 
35°5 in South Wales. . 


In the twenty-eight great towns the recorded birth-rate was 32°1, and was — 
o'9 above the general English rate.

The natural increase of the population of England and Wales, or the excess 
of births over deaths, which had been 76,039, 73,790, and 81,187 in the first 
quarters of 1887, 1888, and 1880, declined last quarter, owing to a considerable 
increase in the number of deaths, to 60,348. | | 


It appears from returns issued by the Board of Trade that 47,375 emigrants 
(including 14,304 foreigners) embarked during last quarter from the various ports © 
of the United Kingdom at which emigration officers are stationed. Distributing 
proportionately 683 whose nationality was undistinguished, the emigrants of British 
origin were 33,071, including 24,503 English, 3,168 Scotch, and 5,400 Irish. 
The numbers of British emigrants in the three preceding corresponding quarters 
were 45,270, 42,346, and 42,688 respectively. The proportions of emigrants last 
quarter to a million of the estimated population in the three divisions of the 
United Kingdom were 833 from England, 769 from Scotland, and 1,149 from 
Ireland ; compared with recent corresponding quarters the proportion of emigrants 
last quarter showed a marked decline in each division of the United Kingdom, the 
rate of decline being larger in Scotland and in Ireland than in England. 


Prices and Pauperism.

__ The remarks upon the meteorology of the quarter at the Royal Observatory 
_ Greenwich, and at the various other stations of observation, furnished by Mr. James 
_ Glaisher, F.R.S., will be found, with accompanying Tables, on pages 65-72. The 
_ mean reading of the barometer was 29°814 inches, and was *045 of an inch above 
_ the mean reading for the corresponding quarters of 49 years; the mean was some- 
_ what below the average in January and in March, whereas it showed a considerable 
excess in February. The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 
_ 41°*4,and was 2°°5 above the average for the corresponding quarters of 119 years. 
_ The monthly mean exceeded the average by 6°°8 in January and by 2°°1 in March, 
but was 1°°3 below the average in February. 


| The first three days in January were very cold, while during the remainder of 
_ the month the weather was remarkably warm, the excess of temperature on several 
_ days amounting to from 7° to 13°. In February easterly winds prevailed, and the 
_ weather was generally cold, dry, and frosty. ‘The first five days of March were 
_ bitterly cold, the lowest temperature at several places falling to between 9° and 16°. 
_ At 31 stations of observation the mean temperature during the quarter ranged from

_ in January, on g in February, and on 14 in March; in all on 42 of the go days in 
the quarter.

per cent. The proportion per cent. in the twenty-eight great towns was 18°1, 
the percentages ranging from 7°8 in Bolton, 7°9 in Preston, and 8-1 in Halifax, to 
19°5 in Birmingham, 22°7 in London, and 23°7 in Manchester. 


HEALTH OF COLONIAL AND FOREIGN CITIES. 


A summary of the Weekly Returns, with which the Registrar-General is favoured 
by various local authorities abroad, shows that the annual death-rate during 
the quarter ending with March last in thirty-one Colonial and Foreign cities, having 
an aggregate population exceeding seventeen millions of persons, was 29° 4 per 1000. 
In the twenty-one European cities the mean rate was 29°3 per I000, against 
24°7 in the twenty-eight great English towns. Among the thirty-one Colonial and 
Foreign cities the lowest death-rates were 21°7 in Stockholm, 22*o in Baltimore, 
23°3 in Berlin, and 23°8 in the Hague; the rates in the other towns ranged 






upwards to 37°7 in Buda-Pesth, 41‘6 in Trieste, 44°6 in Alexandria, and 48°5 in 


Cairo. The rate was 31°7 in Paris, 23°3 in Berlin, 29°2 in St. Petersburg, - 
and 29°6 in Vienna, against 23°6 in London. Small-pox caused 456 deaths in 
Calcutta, 194 in Venice, 79 in Bombay, 41 in Alexandria, 26 in Madras, and 24 in 
Paris. Measles showed fatal prevalence in Turin, Baltimore, Munich, Madras, and 
Christiania; scarlet fever in St. Petersburg and Stockholm; and diphtheria in~ 
Christiania, Copenhagen, Paris, in most of the German and Austrian cities, and 
in New York and Brooklyn. The death-rate from “fever” showed, as usual, a 
marked excess in the Indian and Egyptian cities, and was also high in Philadelphia. 
The deaths referred to diarrhoeal diseases in the Indian cities included 471 from 
cholera in Calcutta, 60 in Bombay, and 23 in Madras.

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METEOROLOGY OF ENGLAND. 
REMARKS ON THE WEATHER DURING THE QUARTER ENDING MARCH 3187, 1890. 
By Samus Guatsuer, Esq., F.B.S., &c. 


The weather in January was very cold for the first three days, the temperature on the rst 
being as much as 9°*7 below its average; then from the 4th to the end of the month it was 
remarkably warm, being above its average on the 6th, 7th, 12th, 13th, rsth, 16th, and 2 5th days, 
by 13°°4, 12°°3, 10°°6, 10°, 10°°4, 10°°3, and 10°°7 respectively, and on several other days it 
was as much as 7° and 8° above. The atmospheric pressure was below its average from the 18th 
to the 28th, being as much as three-quarters of an inch below on the 22nd, and nearly 1°2 inch 
below on the 23rd, and it was generally above on other days. The fall of rain was slightly above 
its average at all stations, and the S.W. wind was prevalent. 

The weather in February was warm for the first two days, and then generally cold, dry, with 
frequent frost for the rest of the month. The temperature of the air was above its average on 
the first two days, then below till the end of the month with the exception of the 16th, 17th, 
and 18th days, when it was 3°°4, 0°°9, and o°*7 respectively above. The atmospheric pressure 
was above its average from the 1st to the 11th, and from the 18th to the end of the month, 
being nearly three-quarters of an inch above on the 23rd. The fall of rain was small. Snow fell 
on several days. Cold E. and N.E. winds prevailed. 

The weather in March was for the first five days bitterly cold, the temperature of the air for 
these five days being nearly 14° below their average. The temperature on the nights of the 3rd 
and 4th was as low as 9° at Barnet, 10°’8 at Rugby, 11° at Blackheath, 13° at Salisbury, 139-1 at 
Greenwich, 14° at Cambridge, 15° at Somerleyton, 15°°3 at Royston, 15°°6 at Camden Square, 
15°°8 at Tottenham, 16° at Bath, 17°°2 at Oxford and Nottingham, 18° at Barnstaple, 18°°8 at 
Wolverhampton, 19° at Truro, 19°°8 at Stonyhurst, 20° at Halifax, and at the other stations 
varying to 26° at Bradford and Leeds. The last instance of such low temperature about London 
in March was in the year 1845. The weather was then fine and warm from the 6th to the 17th, 


- being as much as 9°°4 above its average on the 11th; from the 18th to the 21st it was slightly 


below, and from the 22nd to the end of the month it was generally above, particularly so on the 
28th, when it was 11°°7 above its average. The atmospheric pressure was below its average from 
the 5th to the 26th, and above on the other days, being particularly below on the 16th, when it 
was more than three-quarters of an inch below its average. The fall of rain was above its average 
at some stations and below at others, and the S.W. wind was prevalent. 

About London, the mean daily temperature of the air was below its average till January 3rd, 
being particularly so on the 1st, when it was 9°°7 below its average, the mean daily deficiency for 
the three days being 7°;—from January 4th to the 2nd of February it was above, with the 
exception of the 21st and 29th of January, when it was 0°: 4 and 2°°3 below ; being particularly 
above on the 6th, 7th, 12th, 13th, 15th, 16th, and 25th days, when it was 10° or more above its 
average on each of these days ; the mean daily excess for the 30 days being 5°°8 ;—from February 
3rd to March 5th it was below, with the exception of 16th, 17th, and 18th days, when it was 3°°4, 
o°*g, and o°*7 above; and particularly below on the 28th of February, and the rst, 2nd, 3rd, and 
4th of March, when it was 9°°8, 11°°9, 15°*1, 16°°7, and 20° respectively below its average ; 


the mean daily deficiency for the 31 days being s° 2;—from March 6th to the 17th it was generally 


above, being particularly so on the 11th, when it was 9°°4 above its average, the mean daily excess 
being 3°;—from March 18th to the 21st it was below, the mean daily deficiency being 2°.4; and 
from March 22nd to the 31st it was above, particularly so on the 28th, when it was 11°°7 above its 
average, the mean daily excess for the 10 days being 4°°4. 


The mean temperature of the air for January was 43°° 4, being 6°°8 and 5°*1 above the average 
of 119 and 49 years respectively; it was 6°°3, 5°°6, and 7°°8 higher than in 1889, 1888, and 
1887 respectively ; and there were only five instances of as high or higher temperature back to the 
year 1771, Viz.:

In the United Kingdom 280,534 births and 169,589 deaths were registered in the 
three months ending goth June 1890. The natural increase of population 
was, therefore, 110,945. The registered number of persons married in the quarter 
ending 31st March 1890 was 107,798. 

The birth-rate in the United Kingdom in the second quarter of 1890 was 20° '4 
and the death-rate 17°8 per rooo, ‘The marriage-rate in the first quarter of 
1890 was II*4 per 1000,

Marriages. 


During the three months ending with March last the marriages of 81,624 


_ persons were registered in England and Wales, this number being equivalent to an 


annual rate of 11°3 per 1000 of the estimated: population, which was 0°7 per 1000 
below the mean annual rate in the corresponding quarters of the ten years 1880-89. 
The marriage-rates in the March quarters of the three years 1887-88-89 had been 
Ti*2, 11°3, and 11°5, and that for 1887 was the lowest rate recorded in any March 
quarter since the commencement of civil registration in 1837. _The lowest rates per 
ooo in counties in the first quarter of 1890 were 6°4 in Rutlandshire, 7-4 in 


_ Hertfordshire, 7°5 in Middlesex (extra-metropolitan), 7°61n Berkshire, and 79 in 
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Sussex; the rates in the other counties ranging upwards to 13°7 in Durham, 14°3 
in Devonshire, 15*1 in Monmouthshire, and 16’: in Northumberland. In regis- 
tration London the rate was 11°9, against 12°4 and 12‘1 in the corresponding 
quarters of 1888 and 1889. 


Births. 


The births registered in England and Wales during the three months ending with 
June last numbered 220,178, and were equal to an annual rate of 30°0 per Iooo. 


This rate was no less than 3°5 per 1000 below the average rate in the corre- - 


sponding quarters of the ten years 1880-89, and was lower than the birth-rate 
recorded in the June quarter of any year since the commencement of civil regis- 
tration in 1837. The Jowest rates in counties were 23*4 in Sussex, 25°5 in Surrey 
(extra-metropolitan), 26°6 in Dorsetshire, and 26°9 in Lincolnshire and in West- 
morland; while the rates ranged upwards in the other counties to 34°6 in Essex, 
34°7 in Staffordshire, 34°8 in Northumberland, 35°4 in Durham, and 37°8 in 
Monmouthshire. The rates were 26:5 in North Wales and 35°3 in South Wales. 

In the twenty-eight great towns in the aggregate the birth-rate was the same as 
in England generally, viz., 30°0. The lowest rates in these towns were 22°8 in 
Brighton, 23°4 in Huddersfield, and 26°1 in Nottingham; while the highest were 
36° 5 in Manchester, 37°9 in Preston, 38°5 in Cardiff, and 40°2 in Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne. In fifty other large town districts the mean birth-rate was 31°2,. 
exceeding the rate in the larger towns by 1°2 per 1000. 


Excess of Births over Deaths, and Emigration. 


The natural increase of the population of England and Wales, or the excess. 
of births over deaths, which had amounted to 97,850, 99,194, and 103,128 in the 
June quarters of 1887, 1888, and 1889, was 91,655 last quarter. 

It appears from returns issued by the Board of Trade that 111,589 emigrants 
(including 35,468 foreigners) embarked during last quarter from the various ports. 
of the United Kingdom at which emigration officers are stationed. Distributing 
proportionately 551 whose nationality was not distinguished, the emigrants of British 
origin numbered 76,031, including 39,724 English, 7,079 Scotch, and 29,228 Irish. 
The proportions of emigrants to a million of the estimated population in the three 
divisions of the United Kingdom were 1351 from England, 1718 from Scotland, 
and 6,220 from Ireland ; compared with recent corresponding quarters, there was a 
considerable decline last quarter in the proportion of emigrants from each of these 
divisions, 


Prices and Pauperism. 


The average price of wheat during the three months ending with June was 
32s. 8d. per quarter, the mean price having declined in the three preceding 
quarters from jos. to 29s. rod. ‘The mean wholesale prices of beef and mutton 
were 53d. and 74d. respectively ; the mean price of beef being +d. and that of 
mutton §d. lower than the mean price in the preceding quarter, The prices of the 
best seaborne coal in the London market, put in barge from the collier in the 
Thames, averaged 17s. od., the mean price in each of the corresponding quarters 
of 1888 and 1889 having been 14s. 6d. The mean price of 23/. per cent. Consols 
was 97/. 15s. 9d. The minimum annual rate per cent. of discount charged at the 
Bank of England, which had been reduced to 4/. on 13th March last, was further 
reduced to 33/. on roth April, and to 3/. on 17th April, but was raised to 4l. on 
26th June; the average minimum rate per cent. charged during the quarter was 
3l. 3s. 10d. 

The average number of paupers (exclusive of lunatics in asylums, and vagrants) 
relieved in England and Wales on the last day of each week in the quarter was 


678,989, of whom 172,686 received in-door, and 506,303 out-door relief. The pro- : 


portion of the population in receipt of pauper relief was 23°1 per 1000, against 
25°5 and 24°4 in the two preceding corresponding quarters. 
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Meteorology. 


Remarks upon the meteorology of the quarter at the Royal Observatory, Green- 
wich, and at the various other stations of observation, furnished by Mr. James 
Glaisher, F.R.S., will be found, with accompanying Tables, on pages 6 5-72. The 
mean reading of the barometer was 29°711 inches, and was 0069 of an inch below 
the mean readixig for the corresponding quarters of 49 years; the mean was below 
the average in April and May, but exceeded the average in June. The mean 
temperature of the air during the quarter was 52°°8, and was 0°°5 above the 
average for the corresponding quarters of 119 years. The mean was below the 
average in April and in June, but showed a considerable excess in May. In April 
the weather was generally dry, with cold easterly winds. In May it was variable, 
but generally warm, with the exception of two or three days at the beginning of 
the second week and the last six days of the month. In June it was cold and wet; 
the temperature remained almost constantly below its average, and there were but 
few fine days in the month. At 31 stations of observation the mean temperature 
during the quarter ranged from 48°°7 at Halifax and 49°:2 at Wolverhampton, 
to 53°°6 at Plymouth and 53°°8 at Truro. i 


The amount of rain measured at the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, was 
5°65 ins., aud o*14 of an inch above the average amount in the corresponding 
period of 75 years. The rainfall exceeded the average in April and in June, but 
was considerably below it in May. The amount measured during the quarter at 
31 stations of observation ranged from 3°09 inches at Nottingham and 3°86 inches 
at Cambridge, to 8°80 inches at Bath and 13°24 inches at Truro. 


The amount of bright sunshine recorded during the quarter at the Royal 
Observatory was 490°6 hours, this being 35°3 per cent. of the total number of 
hours during which the sun was above the horizon, against an average per-centage 
in the corresponding periods of the ten years 1880-89 of 34°6. The recorded 
amount last quarter exceeded the average in April and May, whereas it was 
considerably below the average in June. 


Deaths. 


The deaths registered last quarter in England and Wales numbered 128,523, 
and were in the proportion of 17°5 deaths annually per 1000 of the estimated 
population. This rate, though slightly exceeding the exceptionally lew rate in the 
‘June quarter of the preceding year, was 1°r per 1000 below the mean rate in 
the corresponding quarters of the ten years 1880-89. The rates in the last three June 
quarters, which were 17°5, 17°2, and 17°5 respectively, were the lowest recorded 
for that period since the commencement of civil registration in 1837. The lowest 
rates in counties last quarter were 13°4 in Berkshire, 13'8 in Surrey (extra- 
metropolitan) and in Sussex, and 13°9 in Westmorland; the rates in the other 
counties ranging upwards to 20°: in Lancashire, 21°1 in Cornwall, and 21°2 in 
Northumberland. 


The 128,523 deaths included 67,386 of males, and 61,137 of females. The . 
annual death-rate among males was 18°9, and among females 16°2 per 1000 
estimated to be living of each sex; the rate among males being 5 per cent., and 
that among females 7 per cent., below the mean rate for each sex in the corresponding 
quarters of the ten preceding years. Out of equal numbers living, the deaths of 
males were 117 to 100 of females. — 


Urnsan AnD Rurat Mortatiry.—In the registration districts and sub-districts, 
which approximately represent the urban portion of the country (see Table IIT.) 
nd which contain a population estimated to exceed nineteen millions, the death-rate 
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last quarter was 18°1 per 1000, while among the remaining and chiefly rural 
population, of more than ten and a quarter millions, it was 16°6 per tooo. Com- 
pared with the mean rates in the corresponding quarters of the nine preceding 
years, both the urban and rural rates exhibited last quarter a reduction of 1t°o per 
1000. For equal numbers living, the deaths were 10g in the urban to Ioo in the 
rura! population, and this had also been the mean proportion in the June quarters 
of the nine years 1881-89. 


In the twenty-eight great towns, the population of which is estimated to exceed 
nine and a half millions, the annual death-rate was 19°0 per 1000, which, though 
o*g per 1000 above the general urban rate, was o°8 below the average rate in 
these towns in the corresponding quarters of the preceding eight years. The 
lowest rates were 14°5 in Nottingham, 14°9 in Leicester, and 15°5 in Brighton; 
while the rates in the other towns ranged upwards to 26°3 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
26°9 in Bolton, and 29°8 in Manchester. 


In fifty other large town districts, with an estimated population of nearly three 
millions, the death-rate was 17°9 per 1000, being 1°1 per 1000 below that in the 
twenty-eight great towns, but o°4 above the general rate in England and Wales. 


MorTALiTy AT DIFFERENT AGES.—Of the 128,523 deaths registered in England 
-and Wales last quarter, 27,690 were.of infants under one year of age, 64,795 of 
persons aged between one and 60 years, and 36,038 of persons aged 60 years and 
upwards. . 


The mortality of infants under one year of age was in the proportion of 126 
-deaths to 1000 births, exceeding by one per 1000 the average proportion in the 
corresponding quarters of the ten years 1880-89. ‘The lowest rates in counties 
were 73 in Berkshire, 85 in Hertfordshire, and 86 in Dorsetshire; the rates in the 
_other counties rising to 141 in Lancashire, 142 in Huntingdonshire, and 174 in 
Cornwall. In the twenty-eight great towns the rate was 140 per 1000, being 14 
per 1000 in excess of the general English rate. The lowest rates in these towns 
were 111 in Birkenhead, 113 in Portsmouth, and 114 in Wolverhampton; the rates 
~in the remainder of these towns ranging upwards to 156 in Salford, 157 in Derby, 
and 160 in Liverpool and in Sheffield. In fifty other large town districts the rate 
was 132 per 1000, ranging, however, from ‘55 in Darlington, 77 in Southport, 80 in 
Lincoln, and 85 in Carlisle, to 172 in Stoke-upon-Trent, 179 in Exeter, 183 in 
Wigan, and 193 in Dover. 


The mortality of persons aged between one and 60 years was at the annual rate 
of 9°8 per 1000 persons estimated to be living at these ages, this rate being 
o’8 per ro0o0 below the mean rate in the corresponding quarters of the ten 
preceding years. The rate was slightly in excess of that in each of the two previous 
June quarters, but was otherwise lower than the rate in any corresponding quarter 
on record. In the twenty-eight great towns the rate at these ages was 11°7 per 
1000; it was 7°5 in Leicester, 7°8 in Nottingham, and 8°9 in Bristol, rising in the 
other towns to 16°1 in Oldham, 17°2 in Bolton, and 19-8 in Manchester. ; 


The deaths of persons aged 60 years and upwards were equal to an annual rate 
-of 66°6 per 1000 of the estimated population of these ages, which, though exceeding 
the exceptionally low rate in the June quarter of 1889, was 0*g per 1000 below the 
average rate in the corresponding quarters of the ten preceding years. The rates at 
these ages in the twenty-eight great towns ranged from 52°0 in Brighton, 58°3 in 
Norwich, 60°2 in Liverpool, and 60°8 in Bristol, to 119°6 in Manchester, 121°5 in 
Sheffield, and 142°3 in Bolton. . 


The annual rate of mortality of infants under one year of age exceeded the 
average by 0°8 per cent., whilst that of persons aged between one and 60 years 
was 7°5 per cent., and of persons aged 60 years and upwards was 1°3 per cent., 
below the mean rates at these respective age-periods in the corresponding quarters 
of the ten preceding years. 
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_ Zymotic Diseases.—The 128,523 deaths from all causes included—

- Thus 11,708 deaths were ascribed to these causes, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 1°60 per 1000, against an average rate of :°g5 in the ten preceding cor- 
responding quarters. The rate was under t*oo in Berkshire, Buckinghamshire, 
Oxfordshire, Bedfordshire, Suffolk, Wiltshire, Dorsetshire, Gloucestershire, Shrop- 
shire, Worcestershire, Leicestershire, Cheshire, East Riding, Westmorland, and 
North Wales; while it was 2°17 in Cornwall, 2°27 in Derbyshire, 2°51 in 
Middlesex (extra-metropolitan), and 2°53 in London itself. In the twenty-eight 
great towns the rate was 2°22, ranging from o°64 in Huddersfield and 0°69 in 
Nottingham, to 2°75 in Manchester, 3°18 in Salford, 3°33 in Liverpool, and 5°85 
in Derby. In fifty other considerable urban districts the rate was 1°50, while 
in the remainder of England and Wales it was 1°25. 


The deaths from whooping-cough were 37109, corresponding to an annual rate of 
o*5r per 1000, the average rate in the ten preceding second quarters having 
been 0°49. The rates in registration counties varied from 0°07 in Berkshire, 0° 13 
in Westmorland, 0°14 in Leicestershire, 0°16 in Worcestershire, and 0°17 in 
Nottinghamshire, to 1°26 in Essex, and 1°67 in Cornwall. In the twenty-eight 
great towns the rate was 0°72, but, while it was under 0° ro in Leicester, Preston, 
and Halifax, it rose to 0'g5 in London, 1°o}4in Bolton, 1°08 in Salford, 1°23 in 
Derby, and 1°39 in Brighton. In fifty other considerable urban districts the rate 
was 0°42; while in the remainder of England and Wales it was 0-40. Among 
districts and sub-districts in which the mortality from this disease was in excess 
were Exeter, Tottenham, Leyton, Walthamstow, Grays, Ingatestone, Camelford, 
St. Clement (Truro), and Kenwyn. 


The deaths from measles were 2884, and corresponded to an annual rate of 
0°39 per 1000, the average in the ten preceding second quarters having been 
o*51. The rate in registration counties varied from o*oo in Huntingdonshire, 
Dorsetshire, Herefordshire, and Westmorland, to 1°01 in Derbyshire and 1°08 in 
Middlesex (extra-metropolitan). ‘The rate was 0°66 in the twenty-eight great towns, 
but, while no death from this disease was registered in Leicester, Oldham, Blackburn, 
or Huddersfield, the rate was 1°20 in Birmingham, 1°35 in Liverpool, and no 
less than 3°90 in Derby. In fifty other considerable urban districts the rate was. 
0°33, or only half of that of the great towns, while in the remainder of Englsnd. 
and Wales it was 0‘25, Among districts and sub-districts in which the mortality 
from measles was in excess were Dover, Dudley, Wigan, Swansea, Croydon, 
Dartford, Tottenham, Bridgwater, Bromsgrove, Blackwell, Greasley, Bulwell, 
and Pemberton. 


The deaths from scarlet fever were 1524, corresponding to an annual rate of 
0°21 per 1000, the average in the ten preceding second quarters having been 0°31. 
No death from this disease was registered in Berkshire, Buckinghamshire, Here- 
fordshire, Rutlandshire, or Westmorland, while the rate was 0°30 in Warwickshire, 
0°33 in Durham, 0°34 in the West Riding, and 0°44 in Lancashire and in South 
Wales. In the twenty-eight great towns the rate was 0°27; but, while it was 
below o* 10 in Portsmouth, Norwich, Nottingham, Derby, Huddersfield, and Hull, it 
rose to 0°59 in Sunderland, 0°66 in Bolton, 0°73 in Liverpool, 0°75 in Sheffield, 
and 0°78 in Manchester. In fifty other considerable urban districts the rate was 
0°25, while in the remainder of England and Wales it was 0°17. Among 
districts and sub-districts in which the mortality from this disease was in excess 
were St. Helens, Rotherham, Swansea, South Petherton, Martock, Mansfield, 
Westleigh, Newton, Keighley, Handsworth, Ogmore, and Cadoxton. 
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The deaths ascribed to diarrhea were 1521, and corresponded to an annual rate 
of 0°21 per 1000, against an average of 026 in the ten preceding second quarters. 
The highest county rates were 0°39 in Leicester and 0°35 in Rutlandshire. In 
the twenty-eight great towns the rate was 0° 23, but varied from 0°03 in Birkenhead 
and o'o4 in Halifax, to 0°41 in Sunderland, 0°44 in Salford, 0°45 in Preston, 
0°51 in Manchester, and 0'53 in Blackburn. In fifty other considerable urban 
districts the rate was 0°23, while in the remainder of England and Wales it was 0° 18. 

The deaths attributed to diphtheria were 1076, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 0°15 per 1000, against an average of o'12 in the ten preceding second 
quarters. The rate was not above o'05 in Cambridgeshire, Cornwali, Gloucester- 
shire, Staffordshire, Worcestershire, Leicestershire, Rutlandshire, Nottinghamshire, 
and the North Riding, while it was 0°27 in Middlesex (extra-metropolitan), 
in Hertfordshire, and in Essex, and 0°42 in Sussex. In the twenty-eight great towns 
the rate was 0°20, but, while no death was recorded in Wolverhampton, Nottingham, 
Blackburn, Huddersfield, Bradford, or Leeds, the rate was 0°27 in Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne, 0°39 in Manchester, and 0°98 in Salford. In fifty other considerable town 
districts the rate was o*11, and in the rest of England and Wales it was o°12. 
Among sub-districts in which the mortality from this disease was in excess, were 
St. Mary-in-the-Castle (Hastings), Eastbourne, Wargrave, Ilford, and Taunton 
St. James. 

The deaths ascribed to fever, including typhus, enteric, and simple or ill-defined 
forms of continued fever, were 984, and corresponded to an annual rate of o'13 
per 1000, against an average of 0°20 in the ten preceding second quarters. The 
rate did not exceed o*05 per 1000 in Buckinghamshire, Oxfordshire, Wiltshire, 
Dorsetshire, Somersetshire, and Herefordshire, while it was 0°23 in Durham, 0°27 
in Northumberland, and 0°32 in the North Riding. The rate in the twenty-eight 
great towns was 014, and scarcely above that of the whole country, but varied from 
o*oo in Halifax, o'06 in Sheffield, and o*o8 in London, in Nottingham, and in 
Oldham, to 0°31 in Portsmouth, in Cardiff, and in Manchester, 0°32 in Blackburn, 
0°34 in Norwich, and 0°46 in Birkenhead. In fifty other considerable urban 
districts the rate was o'16, and higher than in the great towns; while in the 
remainder of England and Wales it was o*13. Among sub-districts in which the 
fever mortality appears to have been in excess were Rothwell, Louth, Ormesby, and 
Thornaby. 

There were but g deaths in the quarter from small-pox, and in the whole twelve 
months ending with this quarter there were altogether only 23. Of these nine, 8 
oecurred in some or other of the twenty-eight great towns, viz., 2 in London, one 
each in Plymouth, Derby, and Huddersfield, and 3 in Hull. The remaining death 
was in Suffolk. | 


The following Table shows the relative mortality from each of the above- 
mentioned zymotic diseases in England and Wales, in the twenty-eight great 
towns, in the fifty other considerable town districts, and in the remainder of the 
country :-—

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WATERING-PLaces AND SumMER Resorts.—As usual in the return for the 
second quarter the deaths from all causes and from each of the more important 
zymotic diseases in our chief watering places, or in the districts which most nearly 
correspond to them, are given in Table VIII. The uncertainty as to the population 
when so many years have elapsed since a census was taken, has rendered it impossible 
to calculate trustworthy rates. The actual number of deaths therefore alone is 
given, 


CERTIFICATION OF CavsES OF DxeAaTH.—Of the 128,523 deaths in England and 
Wales, the causes of 117,595, or of 91°5 per cent., were duly certified by registered 
medical practitioners, and of 7366, or 5°7 percent., by coroners after inquest. The 
causes of the remaining 3562, or of 2°8 per cent., of the deaths were not certified, 
The proportion of uncertified deaths was but o*g in London, and 0°7 and I'o 
respectively in the extra-metropolitan portions of the counties of Middlesex and 
Surrey ; the percentage ranged upwards in the other English registration counties 
to 4°8 in Derbyshire and in Durham, and 6°7 in Huntingdonshire. In North 
Wales the rate was 5°5, and in South Wales 6‘o per cent. In the twenty-eight 
great towns the proportion of deaths uncertified was 2*o per cent., being, however, 
as low as o's per cent. in Plymouth, and o’9 in London, in Leeds, and in Sunder- 
land, while the percentages rose in the other towns to 4°3 in Sheffield, 5°2 in 
Huddersfield, and 5:6 in Liverpool. 


VioLtent Deatus.—The deaths referred to different forms of violence numbered 
4415, and were equal to an annual rate of 0°60 per 1000 of the estimated population, 
against an average rate in the ten preceding corresponding quarters of 0'6r. 
The rate was 0°16 per 1000 in Huntingdonshire, 0°21 in Bedfordshire, and 0°33 
in Hertfordshire, rising, however, in the other counties to 0°94 in Westmorland, 
0°97 in Monmouthshire, 1°05 in Rutlandshire, and 1°13 in South Wales. In the 
twenty-eight great towns the death-rate from violence was 0°65 per 1000, rising 
from 0°31 per 1000 in Birkenhead, 0°36 in Liecester, and 0°39 in Brighton, to 
0°89 in Manchester, 1°03 in Newcastle-upon-yne, and 1°16 in Liverpool. 


Inqursts.—Inquests were held concerning 7366, or 5°7 per cent., of the total 
deaths registered, the mean proportion in the corresponding quarters of the ten 
preceding years having been 5°3 per cent. The proportion of inquest cases to 
total deaths in the twenty-eight towns was 6°6 per cent., varying, however, from 
2°8 in Huddersfield, 3°1 in Brighton, and 3°3 in Halifax, to 7°5 in London and 
in Leicester, 7°9 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 8'2 in Manchester, and 8°3 in 
Sunderland. | 


‘Deatus in Pustic Institutions.—The deaths in workhouses, hospitals, and 
public lunatic asylums numbered 15,361, and were in the proportion of 12°0 per 
cent. of the total deaths, exceeding by 1°1 per cent. the mean proportion in the 
corresponding quarters of the ten years 1880-89. In the twenty-eight great 
towns 8425, or 18°3 per cent., of the total deaths occurred in institutions of 
these kinds, the percentages ranging from 5°9 in Bolton, 9°8 in Leeds, 10°2 in 
Sheffield, and 10°6 in Preston, to 19°7 in Wolverhampton, 22‘: in Manchester, 
and 23°2 in London. | 


HEALTH OF COLONIAL AND FOREIGN CITIES. 


A summary of the Weekly Returns, with which the Registrar-General is favoured 
by various local authorities abroad, shows that the deaths last quarter in thirty-one 
Colonial and Foreign cities, with an aggregate population exceeding seventeen 
millions, were equal to a rate of 24°6 per 1000. 


In the twenty-one European cities the mean rate per 1000 was 24°0, against 19*0 
the twenty-eight great English towns. The rate in Paris was 23°6, in Berlin 
21°9, and in Vienna 26°3, against 17°3 in London. Among the thirty-one 
Colonial and Foreign cities the lowest death-rates‘were 17°6 in the Hague, 18°6 in 
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Brussels, 19*9 in Rome, and 20°2 in Philadelphia ; while the rates in the other towns 
ranged upwards to 33°6 in Buda-Pesth, 37°7 in Alexandria, 41°2 in Madras, and 
42°5in Cairo. Small-pox caused 211 deaths in Calcutta, 56in Venice, 52 in Bombay, 
26 in Paris, and 21 in Madras. The mortality from measles was high in Prague, 
St. Petersburg, Madras, Paris, Vienna, Copenhagen, and New York; from scarlet 
fever in Stockholm and St. Petersburg ; from diphtheria in Christiania, Copenhagen, 
Stockholm, in most of the German and Austrian cities, and in Brooklyn and New 
York. The death-rate from fever showed a marked excess in the Indian and 
Egyptian cities, and was also considerable in St. Petersburg and in Philadelphia. 
The deaths attributed to diarrheal diseases included 148 from cholera in Calcutta.

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METEOROLOGY OF ENGLAND 


REMARKS ON THE WEATHER DURING THE QUARTER ENDING JUNE 30TH, 1890. 
By James GiatsHeER, Esa., F.R.S., &e. 


The weather in April was generally dry, with cold E. and N.E. winds. The temperature of the 
air was generally below its average, a few days only exceeding their averages. The~atmospheric 
pressure was above its average during the first five days, and generally below during the 
remainder of the month. The fall of rain at a few stations slightly exceeded the average, but was 
below at most stations. The sky was generally overcast. It was a month very favourable for 
farming operations. a 

The weather in May was variable, but on the whole a fine month. Till the seventh day the weather 
was warm, then cold for two or three days, then warm to the 25th, which day and that preceding, 
viz., the 24th, were hot, and from the 26th, the weather was cold to the end of the month. The 
atmospheric pressure was below its average till the 2oth, and above it from the 21st. The fall of 
rain was generally above its average. Very cold winds prevailed from the 26th to the end of the 
month. The month was favourable for agricultural pursuits. 


The weather in June was cold and wet. The temperature of the air was nearly constantly below 
its average. The atmospheric pressure was below its average from the second day to the 6th, and 
from the 26th, and was generally above on other days. The fall of rain was generally above the 
average. There were but a few fine days in the month, and the showery weather at the latter part 
of the month was bad for hay-making. 


About London, the mean daily temperature of the air was generally below its average till 
April 28th, being particularly so on the roth and 26th, when it was 8°:2 and 8°°4 respectively 
below its average, the mean daily deficiency for the 28 days being 3°°3; from April 29th to 
May 25th it was generally above, being as mach as 6°°s on the 24th, and 7°°4 above the average 
on the 25th of May, the mean daily excess for the 27 days being 1°°7; and from May 26th to 
June 3oth it was generally helow, being particularly so on the 31st of May and 29th of June, 
when it was 8°-9 and 7°°8 respectively below its average, the mean daily deficiency for the 
36 days being 2°°7. 

The mean temperature of the air for April was 45°°6, being 0°*5 and 1°°3 below the average 
of 119 and 49 years respectively; it was o°*1 lower than in 1889, and 2°-2 and 1°°5 higher 
than in 1888 and 1887 respectively. 

The.mean temperature of the air for May was 54°°8, being 2°*3 and 2°°2 above the average 
of 119 and 49 years respectively; it was 1°-7 lower than in 1889, and 1°°8 and 5°-o higher 
than in 1888 and 1887 respectively. 

The mean temperature of the air for June was 58°°1, being o°*2 and o°'8 below the 
average of 119 and 49 years respectively ; it was 3°°3, 0°°2, and 2°°8 lower than in 1889, 1888, 
and 1887 respectively. 

The mean high day temperature of the air for April was 55°°0, being 2°°3 below the average 
of 49 years; it was 0°°3 and 2°°4 higher than in 1889 and 1888 respectively, and of the same 
value as that in 1887. 

The mean high day temperature of the air for May was 66°°3, being 2°°1 above the average 
of 49 years; it was o°*9 and 1°°6 lower than in 1889 and 1888 respectively, and 7°*3 higher 
than in 1887; and there were only 11 instances of as high or higher temperature back to the 
year 1841, viz.:

About London the atmospheric pressure was above its average till April 5th, the mean daily 
excess being 0°21 in. ; from April 6th to May 2oth it was generally below, the mean daily deficiency 
for the 45 days being 0°18 in.; from May 21st to June ist it was generally above, the mean 
daily excess being 0°13 in.; from June 2nd to the 6th it was below, the mean daily deficiency 
being 0'04 in.; from June 7th to the 25th it was generally above, the mean daily excess being 
O*I1 in.; and from June 26th to the end of the month it was below its average, being particularly 
so on the 3oth, when it was 0°69 in. below its average, the mean daily deficiency for the 5 days

_ tion sub-districts of England and Wales during the quarter ending 3oth September 
- 1890; and the Marriaces in 14,980 churches or chapels, in 10,433 registered 
- places of worship unconnected with the Established Church, and in 632 Superin- 
 tendent. Registrars’ Offices, in the three months ending 3oth June 1890. 


Marriages. 


During the three months ending with June last the marriages of 118,088 
persons were registered in England and Wales, corresponding to an annual 
rate of 16°1 per 1000 of the estimated population, This rate is 4*5 per cent. 
above the rate in the second quarter of the preceding year, and 6°6 per cent. 
_ above the average rate in the corresponding quarters of the ten years 1880-89; and, 
with the exception of 1882, when the rate in the second quarter was also 16°1, it is 
| higher than that recorded in the second quarter of any’ year since 1876, the rate 
_ then having been 16°9 per 1000, There were only six counties, namely Kent (extra- 
-Inetropolitan), Cambridgeshfre, Suffolk, Somersetshire, Herefordshire, and Shrop- 
shire, in which the matriage-rate last ‘quarter, @s compared with that in the

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corresponding quarter of 1889, showed a decline, and in these the decline was but 
slight ; while in the East Riding of Yorkshire the rate was stationary. In the 
other counties, omitting the small county of Rutland, in which the rise was over 
so per cent., the highest percentages of increase were 103 in Warwickshire, 10°9 
in the North Riding of Yorkshire, r1°7 in Northamptonshire, 12°2 in Derbyshire, 
12°7 in Cheshire, 14°6 in Wiltshire, 15°2 in Dorsetshire, 16° 5 in Buckinghamshire, 
17°o in Huntingdonshire, 20°7 in Berkshire, and 21°2 in Hertfordshire.

Births. 


The births registered in England and Wales during the three months ending with 
September last numbered 220,304, and corresponded to an annual rate of 29°7 per 
1000 living. This rate was lower than that recorded in the third quarter of any year 
since 1847 with the exception of 1888, when the rate was also 29°7; the rate last 
quarter was ‘also 2°2 per 1000 lower than the average rate in the corresponding: 
quarters of the ten years 1880-89. The lowest rates in counties were 20°6 im 
Rutlandshire, 23°5 in Sussex, 24°4 in Huntingdonshire, and 25+4 in Shropshire. 
the rates in the other counties ranging upwards to 34°4 in Essex, 35°0 in North-- 
umberland, 35°3 in Durham, and 39°! in Monmouthshire. In South Wales the. 
rate was 35°0, while in North Wales it was but 24°4. 


In the twenty-eight great towns the registered births corresponded to an annual’ - 
rate of 29°9, which was but slightly (0°2) above the rate in England generally.. 
The lowest rates in these towns were 21°6 in Huddersfield, 22°7 in Brighton, 24°6 
in Nottingham, and 25°3 in Derby; while the highest were 35°0 in Portsmouth’ 
and in Preston, 36°2 in Sunderland, 38°6 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 39°4 in 
Cardiff, In fifty other large town districts the mean birth-rate was 30° 7, exceeding: 
the rate in the larger towns by 0°8 per 1000. 7 | 


Excess of Births over Deaths, and Emigration. 


The natural increase of the population of England and Wales, or the excess: 
of births over deaths, last quarter amounted to 97,984, the increase in the | 
September quarters of the three preceding years having been 97,603, 106,770, and. 
97,769 respectively. 

According to returns issued by the Board of Trade, the number of emigrants 
who embarked during the quarter from the various ports of the United Kingdom: 
at which emigration officers are stationed was 95,490 (including 26,643 foreigners). 
Distributing proportionately 833 whose nationality was not distinguished, the emi- 
grants of British origin numbered 68,729, and of these 47,277 were English, 6,676: | 
Scotch, and 14,776 Irish. The proportions of emigrants to a million of the 
estimated population in the three divisions of the United Kingdom were 1608 
from England, 1620 from Scotland, and 3,144 from Ireland; compared with the 
proportions in the corresponding quarters of the three preceding years, those of last. 
quarter relating to each of these divisions showed a further decline, though in the 
case of Ireland the decline was but slight. 










Prices and Pauperism. 


The average price of wheat during the three ‘months ending with September — 
was 34s. 4d. per quarter, the mean prices in the preceding two quarters having 
been 29s. tod. and 32s, 8d. The mean wholesale prices of beef and mutton’ 
were 54d, and 8d. per lb. respectively ; the mean price of beef and also that of 
mutton being 4d. per Ib. above the mean price in the preceding quarter. ‘The prices 
of the best seaborne coal in the London market, put in barge from the collier in — 
the Thames, averaged 18s. 8d. per ton, against 148. od. and 15s. gd. in the 
corresponding quarters of 1888 and 1889. The mean price of 231. Consols was 
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991. os. od. The minimum annual rate per cent. of discount charged at the Bank 
of England, which had been increased from 34. to 4. on 26th June, was further 
raised to 5. on 31st July, was reduced to 4/. on 21st August, and was again raised 
to 5/.0n 25th September. The average minimum rate per cent, charged during 
the quarter was 4/. 6s. od. 


The average number of paupers (exclusive of lunatics in asylums, and of vagrants) 
relieved in England and Wales on the last day of each week in the quarter was ° 
658,198, of whom 16 5,091 received in-door, and 493,107 out-door relief. The pro- 
portion of the population in receipt of pauper relief was 22°4 per 1000, against 
24°7, 24°4, and 23° 5 in the preceding three corresponding quarters. 


Meteorology, 


_ Remarks upen the meteorology of the quarter based on observations at the Royal 
_ Observatory, Greenwich, and at various other stations, furnished by Mr. James 
Glaisher, F.R.S., will be found, with accompanying Tables, on pages 65-72. The 
mean reading of the barometer was 29° 810 inches, exceeding by 0°016 of an inch 
the mean reading for the corresponding quarters of 49 years; the mean was below 
the average in July and August, while it showed an excess in September. The 
mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 59°°4, and was 0°*3 below the 
average for the corresponding quarters of Itg years; the’ mean readings for both 
July and August exhibited considerable deficiencies, while that for September was 
3°°o in excess of the average. In July the weather was generally cold and wet, 
the temperature on some days being 11° to 12° below the average; there was much 
rain, and on the 17th the amount measured in some places was 3 inches. ‘The 
weather in August was also cold and wet, with an excess of rain everywhere. In 
September, however, it was fine and warm, the temperature during the latter half of 
the month being above the average on every day. The mean temperature, as corrected 
‘at 29 stations of observation, ranged from 55°°7 at Halifax, 55°°9 at Stonyhurst, 
and 56°*o at Wolverhampton, to 59°: 5 at Truro, 59°°7 at Osborne, and 59°°8 at 
Cambridge. 


The amount of rain measured during the quarter at the Royal Observatory, 
Greenwich, was 7°69 ins., and was 0°39 of an inch in excess of the average 
amount in the corresponding quarters of 75 years. In J uly there was a large 
excess, while in August the amount was also above the average, but in September 
little more than one-fourth of the average amount was measured. The amounts 
measured during the quarter at 29 stations of observation varied between 4°70 
Inches at Cambridge and 5°42 inehes at Royston, to 10°09 inches at Truro, 10°26 
inches at Carlisle, and 16°64 inches at Stonyhurst. 


The amount of bright sunshine recorded during the quarter at the Royal 
Observatory was 427 hours, this being 32*3 per cent. of the total number of hours 
during which the sun was above the horizon, the per-centage in the corresponding 
periods of the ten years 1880-89 having been 33°4. ‘The amount recorded in J uly 
was far below the average, and that in August slightly below, while there was a 
very considerable excess in September. 


Deaths, 


The deaths registered in the three months ending with September numbered 
122,320, being in the proportion of 16°5 deaths annually per 1000 of the estimated 
population. This rate was o*2 per 1000 below that in the September quarter of 
the preceding year, and no less than r‘o per 1000 below the average rate in the 
corresponding quarters of the ten years 1880-89; indeed, with three exceptions 
only, it was the lowest rate yet recorded for this season of the year. 'The lowest 
rates in counties last quarter were 11°6 in Shropshire, 12° 3 in Huntingdonshire and 
in Rutlandshire, 12°4 in Wiltshire, 12°6 in Surrey ( extra-metropolitan), 12°7 in 
Berkshire, and 12°8 in Herefordshire; the rates in the other counties ranging 

upwards to 18°0 in Durham, 19°4 in Lancashire, and 20°5 in Northumberland, 
a 2 
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Of the 122,320 deaths, 63,660 were of males, and 58,660 of females. The 
annual death-rate of males was 17°6, and that of females 15°4 per 1000 estimated 
to be living of each sex ; the rate among males being 5 per cent., and that among 
females 6 per cent., below the mean rate for each sex in the corresponding quarters: 
of the ten preceding years. Out of equal numbers living, the deaths of males- 
were 114 to 100 of females. 


UrBan AND Rurat Mortarity.—lIn the registration districts and sub-districts, 
which are taken to approximately represent the urban portion of the country 
(see Table III.), and contain a population which is estimated to exceed nineteen 
millions, the death-rate last quarter was 17 °8 per 1000, while among the remaining and 
chiefly rural population of more than ten and a quarter millions, it was 14°2 per 
tooo. Both these rates showed a decline of 0°7 per 1000 from the average rates 
in the corresponding quarters of the nine years 1881-9. Were the populations 
of the urban and rural portions of the country equal, the deaths last quarter in the 
urban to those in the rural would have been in the proportion of 125 to 100, the 
mean proportion in the September quarters of the preceding nine years having been 
124 to [00. 

In the twenty-eight great towns (see Tables V. and VI.), with an estimated 
population exceeding nine and a half millions, the annual death-rate last quarter was 
Ig*2 per 1000, this rate being 1°4 per 1000 above the general urban rate, but 
0°6 per 1000 below the average rate in these towns in the corresponding quarters 
of the preceding eight years. The lowest rates were 14°1 in Nottingham, 
14°2 in Bristol, and 15°4 in Derby; the rates in the other towns ranging upwards 
to 25°7 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 27°0 in Preston, and 27°2 in Manchester. 

_ In fifty other large town districts, whose estimated population amounts to nearly 
three millions, the death-rate per 1000 was 17°0, or 2°2 per 1000 below that in the 
twenty-eight great towns, and 0° 5 above the general rate in England and Wales. 


Mortaity AT DIFFERENT AGES.—The 122,320 deaths registered in England 
and Wales last quarter included 35,348 of infants under one year of age, 56,870 of 
persons aged between one and 60 years, and 30,102 of persons aged 60 years and 
. upwards. : | 

The mortality of infants under one year of age was in the proportion of 160 deaths 
to 1000 births, and was one per 1000 below the mean proportion in the September 
quarters of the ten years 1880-89. In counties the lowest rates, thus calculated, 
were 67 in Rutlandshire, 71 in Wiltshire, and 76 in Shropshire; the rates in the 
other counties differing widely and rising to 194 in Lancashire, 207 in Leicestershire, 
and 214 in Warwickshire. In the twenty-eight great towns the mean rate was 

209 per 1000, exceeding the general English rate by 49 per 1000; the rates in 
these towns ranged from 135 in Bristol, 145 in Halifax, and 162 in Oldham, to 248 
in Salford, 249 in Birmingham, 282 in Leicester, and 361 in Preston, in the last 
named of which there was an excessive mortality from diarrhea. In fifty other 
large town districts the mean infantile death-rate was 172 per 1000, the lowest rates 
being 93 in Rochdale, 96 in Maidstone, 100 in Burton upon Trent, and ro4 in 
‘Southport, and the highest 239 in Stockport, 243 in Middlesbrough, 249 in Wigan, 
and 263 in Yarmouth. 
The deaths of persons aged between one and 60 years corresponded to an annual 
erate of 8*5 per 1000 persons of these ages estimated to be living, this rate being 
not only o'7 per rooo below the mean rate at these ages in the corresponding 
quarters of the preceding ten years, but also the lowest rate for the September. 
quarter yet recorded, with the exception of that in 1888. In the twenty-eight great 
towns the mean rate last quarter was 10°4 per 1000, the lowest rates being 7°2 in © 
Nottingham, 7°3 in Leicester, and 7°5 in both Norwich and Bristol, while the 
highest were 12°9 in Bolton, 13°7 in Liverpool, and 16+7 in Manchester. : 
Among persons aged 60 years and upwards the mortality was equal to arate — 
of 55°0 per 1000 of the estimated population at these ages, exceeding the rate in the — 
corresponding quarter of each of the two preceding years, and also the mean rate — 
in the September quarters of the ten years 1880-9. In the twenty-eight great. 
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towns the mean rate at these ages was 58°8, the rates ranging from 5o°*4 in Brighton 
and in Norwich, and 51°9 in Bristol, to 79°9 in Manchester, 80°4 in Bolton, and 
83°2 in Newcastle upon-Tyne. 

The annual rate of mortality of infants under one year of age almost corresponded 
with the average rate in the September quarters of the preceding ten years, that of 
persons aged between one and 60 years being 7°6 per cent. below the average, 
and that of persons aged 60 years and upwards 0°” per cent. above the average.

The rate was under. t*0o per 1000 in Huntingdon- 
shire, Wiltshire, Herefordshire, Shropshire, Rutlandshire, Westmorland, and North 
Wales; while it was 3°34 in Essex, 3°43 in Lancashire, 3°46 in Leicestershire, 
3°71 in Warwickshire, and 3°87 in Middlesex (extra-metropolitan). In the 
twenty-eight great towns the mean rate was 3°81, but, though it did not exceed 
2°00 per 1000 in Halifax, Bristol, or Huddersfield, it rose to 5:02 in Leicester, 
§°25 in Manchester, 5°43 in both Norwich and Sheffield, and 7°97 in Preston. 
In fifty other considerable town districts the rate was 2°53; while in the 
remainder of England and Wales it was 1°85. 


The deaths from diarrhea numbered 909s corresponding to an annual rate of 
1°31 per 1000, the average rate in the September quarters of the preceding ten 
years having been 1°81. The lowest rates in counties were 0°14 in Hereford-. 
shire, 0°16 in Huntingdonshire, 0°17 in Rutlandshire, and 0°21 in Shropshire; 
the rates in the other counties ranging upwards to 1°91 in Essex, 2°27 in Warwick- 
shire, and 2°68 in Leicestershire. In the twenty-eight great towns the mean rate 
was 2°04; but, while it was under 1°00 per 1000 in Halifax, Bristol, and Hudders- 
field, it was 3°06 in Sheffield, 3°67 in Norwich, 4°22 in Leicester, and 6°83 in 
Preston. In fifty other considerable town districts the rate was 1°40, and in the 
remainder of England and Wales it was 0°89. ‘The mortality from diarrhea showed 
an excess in Willesden, Hendon, Tottenham, Hinckley, Rothley, Great Grimsby, 
Runcorn, Wigan, Hindley, Burnley, Westoe, Gateshead, and Pontypridd sub- 
districts, and in the districts of West Ham.and Coventry. 
Special tables dealing with the mortality from diarrhcea during last quarter, and 
in the corresponding periods of recent years, will be found on pages xvi-xvii. 


The deaths from measles were 2563, and corresponded to an annual rate of 
0°35 per 1000, against an average rate in the preceding ten September quarters 
of 0:30 per 1000. No deaths from this disease were registered in Oxfordshire, 
Dorsetshire, or Rutlandshire ; while in the other counties the rates varied from 
0°02 in both Wiltshire and the North Riding of Yorkshire, 0°03 in Monmouth- 
shire, and 0°04 in Hampshire, to 0°45 in Cornwall, 0°46 in both Cambridgeshire 
and Warwickshire, and 0°85 in Middlesex (extra-metropolitan). In the twenty- 
’ eight great towns the mean rate was 0°62; no death from this disease was recorded 
in Blackburn or Huddersfield, but in the other towns the rates ranged from 0°03 in 
Sunderland and 0°04 in Hull, to 0°85 in London, 0°89 in Manchester, 1°03 in Brad- 
ford, and 1°43 in Plymouth. . In fifty other considerable urban districts the rate 
Was 0°15, not one-fourth of that in the larger towns, while in the remainder of 
England and Wales it waso‘22. Among sub-districts in which the mortality from 
measles was in excess were Abingdon, Isleworth, Royston, Cheveley, Newmarket, 
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Sudbury (Suffolk), Wendron, Rowley-Regis, Dudley, Greasley, Warton, and 
Poppleton. | . a 


The deaths from whooping-cough were 2439, corresponding to an annual rate of 
0°33 per 1000, against an average rate in the preceding ten September quarters 
of 0°22. In registration counties the rates varied from 0°09 in Westmorland, 0°03 
in. Shropshire, and o*12 in both Berkshire and Worcestershire, to 0°54 im Kent 
(extra-metropolitan), o* 56 in Cornwall, and 0°61 in both Devonshire and Middlesex 
(extra-metropolitan). In the twenty-eight great towns the rate was 0°44, 
ranging, however, from 0°00 in Wolverhampton, 0°08 in Leicester, and 0°09 in 
Bristol, to 0°60 in Sheffield, 0°68 in Huddersfield, and 0°76 in Derby. In fifty 
‘other considerable urban districts the mean rate was o*29; and in the remainder 
of England and Wales it was 0°27 per 1000. Among sub-districts in which the 
mortality from whooping-cough was in excess were Calehill, Minster (Thanet), 
Hougham, and Torquay. . 


The deaths from scarlet fever numbered 1781, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 0°24 per rooo of the population, the mean rate in the preceding 
September quarters of the ten years 1880-89 having been 0°34. No deaths were 
referred to this disease in Berkshire, Herefordshire, Rutlandshire, or Westmorland ; 
while the mortality was at the annual rate of 0°38 in Cumberland, 0°57 in South 
Wales, and 0°58 in Lancashire. In the twenty-eight great towns the rate was 
0°32; but, though it was no higher than o*o4 in Norwich, 0:08 in Oldham, and. 
o*10 in both Brighton and Nottingham, it. was 0*55 in Salford, 0°74 in Sheffield, 
o*92 in Manchester, and 1°22 in Liverpool; in the last-named three towns the rate 
had also been high in the, preceding quarter. In fifty other considerable urban 
districts the rate was 0°36, exceeding the rate in the larger towns, while in the. 
remainder of England and Wales it was but 0°17 per 1000. The mortality from 
this disease showed excess in the sub-districts of Fulbourn, Ilminster, Martock, 
Harborne, Prescot, St. Helens, Westleigh, Handsworth (Sheffield), Kimberworth, 
Wath (Rotherham), Maryport, Pontypridd, Gelligaer, and Upper Merthyr Tydfil, 
and in the district of Neath. — 


The number of deaths attributed to fever, including typhus, enteric, and simple 
or ill-defined forms of continued fever, was 1371, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of o*1g per 1000, this being lower than the rate recorded in any previous 
third quarter, excepting that of 1888. The rate did not exceed 0°02 in Wiltshire, 
o°o4 in Hertfordshire, and 0°05 in Shropshire, but rose to 0° 28 in Essex, in Notting- 
hamshire, and in Cheshire, 0°36 in the North Riding of Yorkshire, and 0°40 in 
Durham. In the twenty-eight great towns the rate was even lower than that in the 
whole of England and Wales, viz., 0°18, though it varied from 0°07 in both Bristol 
and Bradford, 0’ 10 in Cardiff, and o*12 in Derby, to 0°36 in Portsmouth, 0°38 in 
Preston, and 0°56 in Plymouth. In fifty other considerable urban districts the 
mean rate was 0°25 per I000, or 0°07 per 1000 above the rate in the larger 
towns; while in the remainder of England and Wales it was 0°17. Among sub- 
districts showing a considerable mortality from fever were Falmouth, Mansfield, 
Runcorn, Lancaster, Slaithwaite, Ystradvelltey, and Flint. 


The 1131 deaths ascribed to diphtheria corresponded to an annual rate of o*15 
per 1000, the average rate in the preceding ten September quarters having been 
0°13. No death from this disease was recorded in Huntingdonshire, and the rate 
was but o*or in Cornwall, 0°02 in the North Riding of Yorkshire, 0°03 in 
Shropshire, and o'o5 in the East Riding, whereas it was 0°27 in Sussex, 
0°36 in Essex, and 0°37 in Monmouthshire. The rate in the twenty-eight great 
towns was 0°21; but, while no deaths from this disease were registered in Wolver- 
hampton, Birkenhead, Preston, or Huddersfield, the rate was 0°28 in London, 0°32 
in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 0°38 in Manchester, and 0°78 in Salford. In fifty other 
considerable urban districts the mean rate did not exceed 0°08 per 1000, but in 
the remainder of England and Wales it was 0°13 per 1coo. Among sub-districts, 
in which the mortality from diphtheria showed an excess, were Eastbourne, Bishop 
Stortford, “Hatfield: (Dunmow), \St.»Mary Magdalen. and="St. James (Launton), 
Misterton, Bingham, Scarisbrick, Tredegar, and Llangunider, 9°" * © © ~ 0°) 
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Only one death from small-pox was registered during the quarter, this being, the 
lowest quarterly number on record. This death occurred on board the Metropolitan 
Asylum Hospital Ship ‘“ Atlas,” at Dartford, and was of a male, aged 26 years, said 
to be a Canadian cattle drover, who had peer admitted from Greenwich Workhouse. 


The following Table shows the relative mortality from each of the above- 
mentioned zymotic diseases in England and Wales, in the twenty-eight great 
‘towns, in fifty other considerable town districts, and in the remainder of oe 
-country :—

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CERTIFICATION OF Causes oF Deatu.—Of the 122,320 deaths in England and 
Wales, the causes of 112,045, or of 91°6 per cent., were duly certified by registered 
medical practitioners, and of 7131, or 5°8 percent., by coroners after inquest. The 
causes of the remaining 3144, or of 2°6 per cent., "of the deaths were not certified. 
The proportion of uncertified deaths was no higher than 0*7 per cent. in London, 
and o°8 and ro respectively in the extra-metropolitan portions of Surrey and 
Middlesex ; while in the other English registration counties the proportions ranged 
upwards to 5*1 in Dorsetshire, 6‘0 in Herefordshire, and 7°9 in Huntingdonshire. 
In North Wales the proportion was 6°7, and in South Wales it was 4°5 per cent. 
In the twenty-eight great towns the proportion of uncertified deaths was 1°8 per 
cent., but while it was only 0°3 in Portsmouth, and 0o°5 in both Plymouth and 
Wolverhampton, it was 5°o in Huddersfield, 5° 4 in Liverpool, and 6°5 in Halifax. 


Viotent Dreatus.—To different forms of violence were attributed 4343 deaths, 
which were equal to an annual rate of 0°59 per 1000, the average rate in the 
corresponding quarters of the preceding ten years having been 0°63 per 1000. 
In registration counties the rates ranged from_o*25 in Wiltshire, 0°38 in Here- 
fordshire, and 0°42 in Hertfordshire, to 0°72 in Durham, 0°74 in Westmorland, 
0°76 in South Wales, and 0:80 in Monmouthshire. In the twenty-eight great 
towns the rate was 0°65 per 1000, the lowest rates in these towns being 0°38 in 
Birkenhead and in Huddersfield, and 0°41 in Oldham and in Sheffield, and the 
highest 0°82 in Sunderland, o*89 in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 1°07 in Liverpool. 


InquEsts.—The number of deaths concerning which inquests were held was 
97131, and formed 5°8 per cent. of the total deaths registered, the mean proportion 
in the corresponding quarters of the ten years 1880-89 having been 5°5 per cent. 
The proportions of inquest cases to total deaths in the twenty-eight great towns 
varied from 2°7 in Huddersfield and in Sheffield, and 3°4 in Halifax, to 7°7 in 


_ Cardiff, 7°9 in Sunderland, and 8°1 in Leicester. 


Deatus in Pousiic Instrtutions.—Of the total deaths registered 13,391, or 
10°9 per cent., occurred in workhouses, hospitals, and public lunatic asylums ; the 
_ tean percentage of such deaths in the corresponding quarters of the preceding

ten years having been 100. In the twenty-eight great towns the proportion of 
deaths in these institutions was 17°2 per cent.; it varied, however, from 5°4 in 
Preston, 7°0 in Norwich, and 7°1 in Sheffield, to 17°5 in Wolverhampton, 19°5 
in Manchester, and 23°9 in London. 


HEALTH OF COLONIAL AND ForeEIGN CITIES. 


A summary of the Weekly Returns, with which the Registrar-General is favoured 
by various local authorities abroad, shows that the deaths last quarter in thirty-one 
Colonial and Foreign cities, with an aggregate population exceeding seventeen 
millions, were equal to a rate of 24°3 per 1000. 


In the twenty-one European cities the mean rate per 1000 was 22° 3, against 19°2 
in the twenty-eight great English towns. In Paris the rate was 19°8, in Berlin 
24°0, and in Vienna 21°0, against 18°2 in London. Among the thirty-one 
Colonial and Foreign cities the lowest death-rates were 16°8 in Amsterdam, t7°4 
in Stockholm, 17°5 in Rotterdam, and 187 in Christiania; the rates in the other 
towns ranging upwards to 33‘9 in Breslau, 41°5 in Alexandria, 48°1 in Cairo, and 
55°8 in Madras. To small-pox 85 deaths were attributed in Venice and 53 in 
St. Petersburg. The mortality from measles was high in The Hague, Copen- 
hagen,\ Prague, and Hamburg; from scarlet fever in Stockholm, St. Petersburg, and 
Breslau; and from diphtheria in Christiania, Copenhagen, Paris, in the German 
and Austrian cities generally, and in Brooklyn and New York. The death-rate 
from “fever” was excessive in the Indian and Egyptian cities, and was 
considerable in St. Petersburg and Philadelphia. ‘The highest death-rates from 
diarrheal diseases were 5°8 in New York, 5°9 in Brooklyn, 6°7 in Berlin, 9*3 in _~ 
Breslau, 10°5 in Munich, 11°4 in Alexandria, 16°5 in Madras, and 18:o in Cairo. 
Under this heading were included 73 deaths from cholera in Calcutta, 24 1D 
Bombay, and 427 in Madras.

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METEOROLOGY OF ENGLAND. 


REMARKS ON THE WEATHER DURING THE QUARTER ENDING SEPTEMBER 30TH, 1890. 
By James GLAIsHER, Esq., F.R.S., &c. 


The weather in July was cold, dull, and wet. The temperature of the air on two or three days 
only was at about its average, on all other days it was below, and at times to as muchas 11° or 12°. 
The atmospheric pressure was below its average till the rgth day, and was generally above from 
the 2oth. The fall of rain was above its average at most places. On the 17th the fall was 
excessive amounting to three inches at many places in the counties of Middlesex, Hertfordshire, 
and Berkshire. The fall of rain spoiled much hay, and generally the month was unfavourable for 
the hay crop. 


The weather in August was cold, wet, and sunless. The temperature of the air was generally 
below the average, the 1st and the sth were the only warm days in the month; the second half of 
the month was very cold, particularly from the 24th to the end. The atmospheric pressure was 
below its average from the roth to the 29th, particularly so from the 23rd to the 29th, and it was 
generally above its average till the gth and on the 3oth and 31st. The fall of rain was above the 
average at all stations. The bad weather of this month most seriously checked harvest operations, 
the corn was damaged both by wind and rain. . 


The weather in September was very fine, warm, and dry, with clear skies and bright sunshine. 
The temperature of the air till the t4th, was generally a little below the average, the 5th and 6th 
were warm, as were the roth and 11th, but to a less degree ; from the 15th every day was warm 
and above its average mean temperature. The atmospheric pressure was helow its average from 
the 16th to the 22nd, and above it on every other day. ‘The fall of rain was small, and there was 
an almost freedom from both fogs or mists at many stations. The month was very favourable for 
gathering in the late harvest. 


About London, the mean daily temperature of the air was generally below its average from 
the 1st of July till the 14th of September, being particularly so on the 5th, 6th, 11th, and 12th of 
July when it was as much as 12°, 11°, 11°°2, and 10°°5 respectively below its average; and on 
the 24th, 25th, 26th, 30th, and jist of August when it was 9°°2, 8°°4, 8°°2, 11°°4, and 11°°5 
respectively below. The mean daily deficiency for the 80 days ending September 14th, being 
2°*q, and from September 15th to the end of the month it was above, the mean daily excess for 
these 16 days being 3°°0. > 


The mean temperature of the air for July was 59°°5, being 2°*2 and 2°*7 below the average 
of 119 and 49 years respectively; it was 1°°5 lower than in 1889, 1°°6 higher than in 1888, 
and 7°°o lower than in 1887; and there were only six instances of as low or lower temperature 
back to the year 1841, viz. :—

The mean temperature of the air for August was 59°°3, being 1°°6 and 2°*1 below the 
average of 119 and 49 years respectively; it was o°'7 lower than in 1889; o°:2 higher than in 
1888 ; and 3°*2 lower than in 1887, and there were only 6 instances of as low or lower tempe- 
rature back to the year 1841, viz. :—

the year 1841, Viz. :—

The mean high day temperature of the air for August was 70° 7, being 2°*2 below the average 
of 49 years; it was o°*6 lower than in 1889; 1°°3 higher than in 1888; and 4°°7 lower than in 
1887. 

The mean high day temperature of the air for September was 71°°2, being 4°*0 above th 
average of 49 years; it was 5°°8, 5°"9, and 8°°3 higher than in 5889, 1888, and 1887 respectively;

The POPULATION of the Unitep Kixapom-in-the middle of 1890 is estimated 
at 8,227,321 persons; that of Mngland and Wales at 29,407,649, of Scotland 
at 4,120,547, and of Ireland at 4,609,125. 


In the United Kingdom 258,513 births and 185,817 deaths were registered in the 
three months ending 3ist December 1890. The natural increase of population 
was, therefore, 72,696. The registered number of persons married in the quarter 
ending goth September 1890 was 136,558. 


The birth-rate in the United Kingdom in the fourth quarter of 1890 was 26°8 
and the death-rate 19°3 per 1000, ‘The marriage-rate in the third quarter of 
1890 was 14°2 per 1000, 

The facts, in detail, concerning Scotland and Ireland are recorded in the Quarterly 
Returns of the Registrars-General for those parts of the United Kingdom, 


ENGLAND. 


This Return comprises the Birtus and Dmatus registered in the 2124 registra- 
tion sub-districts of England and Wales during the quarter ending 31st December 
1890; and the Marriages in 14,991 churches or chapels, in 10,493 registered 
places of worship unconnected with the Established Church, and in 632 Superin- 
date Registrars’ Offices, in the three months ending 30th September 1890. 


Marriages. 


During the three months ending with September last the marriages of 114,084 
persons were registered in England and Wales, giving an annual rate of 1574 
per 1000 ‘of the estimated population. So high a fits as aii has not been recor ded 
in any September quarter since that of 1883, “when it was 15.5 per 1000, falling in 
succeeding years until in the corresponding quarter of 1986 the extraordinarily 
low rate of 13°8 was reached, since a si ‘there has been an uninterrupted rise in 
_ the rate in this period of the year. The marriage-rate last quarter was 4°8 per. 
cent. above the rate in the third quarter of the preceding year, and 5°5 per cent. 
a above the average rate in the cor responding, a of the ten years F880-8 89. In

registration counties the rise in the marriage-rate last quarter, as compared with 
the September quarter of 1889, was 8°4 per cent. in Essex, 8°5 in Dorsetshire, 8°6 
in North Wales, 10°9 in Leicestershire, 11*1 in Cornwall, 11°4 in Cambridgeshire, 
15°4 in Nottinghamshire, 17°5 in the North Riding of Yorkshire, and 21°1 in 
Northamptonshire. In many other counties there was also an increase in the rate, 
though less marked, while in those counties which showed a decrease the decrease 
was but slight. In Registration London the increase was 5°7 per cent. 


Births. 


The births registered during the three months ending on 31st December numbered 
205,706, and were in the proportion of 27°8 annually per rooo living. This is by 
far the lowest rate ever recorded ina December quarter, the lowest rates previously 
in this period of the year having been 29° 4 in 1838 and in 1847, and 29°8 in 1889. 
The rate was no less than 12°0 per cent, below the mean rate in the corresponding 
quarters of the preceding ten years. The lowest rates in counties were 18°7 in 
Rutlandshire, 21°4 in North Wales, 22°4 in Sussex, 23-7 in Shropshire, 23°9 in 
Westmorland, 24°0 in Berkshire, 24*1 in Surrey (extra-metropolitan), and 24°4 
in Dorsetshire, while the highest were 32'7 in Northumberland and in Durham, 
and 33°1 in Monmouthshire. 


In the twenty-eight great towns the birth-rate was 25°o0 per Iooo living, and 
only slightly (0°2) above that in England generally. The lowest rates were 21 vA: 
in Brighton and in Huddersfield, 22°4 in Nottingham, and 23*4 in Bradford ; 
while the rates in the other great towns ranged upwards to 33°8 in Sunderland, 
36°5 in Cardiff, and 39°3 in Neweastle-upon-Tyne. In fifty other large town 
districts the average birth-rate was 28°3 per 1000, or only o*3 per 1000 above the 
rate in the larger towns, . om 


Excess of Births over Deaths, and Emigration. 


The natural increase of the population of England and Wales, or the excess 
of births over deaths, which had amounted in the December quarters of 1887, 1888, 
and 1889, to 84,081, 89,143, and 85,140 respectively, did not exceed.58,280 last 
quarter, a result due in part to the remarkably low number of births, and in part 
to a considerable increase in the number of deaths. 


It appears from returns issued by the Board cf Trade, that 61,691 emigrants 
(including 18,229 foreigners), embarked from the various ports of the United 
Kingdom at which emigration oficers are stationed. Distributing proportionately 
1289 whose nationality was not distinguished, the emigrants of British origin 
numbered 43,274, ard of these 31,026 were English, 4126 Scotch, and 8122 
Trish. The proportions of emigrants to a million of the estimated population in 
the several portions of the United Kingdom were 1055 from England, cor from 
Scotland, and 1728 from Ireland. The proportions of emigrants from England and 
Scotland declined considerably from the mean proportions in the December quarters 
of the preceding three years, while the proportion of Irish emigrants corresponded 
with the average. 


Prices and Pauperism. 


During the three months ending December last the average price of wheat was 
31s. 1od. per quarter, the average prices in the two preceding quarters having 
been 32s. 8d. and 34s. 4d. The mean wholesale prices of beef and mutton were 
54d. and 81d. per lb. respectively, the mean price of beef being the same as that 
in the preceding quarter, while the mean price of mutton showed a further advance 
of td. The average price of the best seaborne coal in the London market, put 
in barge from the collier in the Thames, was 19s. 3d. per ton, being very slightly 
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lower than the mean price in the corresponding quarter of 1889, but exceeding by 
38. 2d, that in the December quarter of 1888. The mean price of 23/. per cent. 
Consols was 94. igs. 4d. The minimum annual rate per cent. of discount charged 
at the Bank of England, which had been raised from 4. to 5/, on 25th September, 
was further raised to 6/. on 7th November, and again reduced to sl, on 
4th December. The average minimum rate per cent. charged during the quarter 
was 5/. 5s. tod. | 


The average number of paupers (exclusive of lunatics in asylums, and of vagrants) 
relieved in England and Wales on the last day of each week in the quarter was | 
670,989, of whom 178,858 received in-door, and 462,131 out-door relief. The pro- 
portion of the population in receipt of pauper relief was 22°8 per 1000, against 
25°5, 25*1, and 24°0 per 1000 in the preceding three corresponding quarters, 


Meteorology. 


Remarks upon the meteorology of the quarter based on observations at the Royal 
Observatory, Greenwich, and at various other stations, furnished by Mr. James 
Glaisher, F.R.S., will be found, with accompanying Tables, on pages 65-72. The 
mean reading of the barometer was 29,824 inches, exceeding by 0°0765 of an inch 
the mean reading for the corresponding quarters of 49 years; the mean showed an 
excess in October and December, but was below the average in November. The 
mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 40°°8, and was 2°°9 below 
the average for the corresponding quarters of 11g years; the mean was somewhat 
above the average in November, slightly below in October, while in December the 
deficiency was no less than 9°°3. In October the weather was generally fine, dry, 
and cold, the mean temperature on the 28th showing a deficiency of 16°°0. In 
November fine and mild weather was experienced until the last week, when it became 
Severe, the mean temperature on the 28th being 21°°4 below the average. December 
was characterised by intensely cold weather, the mean temperature nearly the whole 
of the month being constantly below 32°°0: it was the coldest December of the 
century. The mean temperature of the quarter, as corrected, at 32 stations of 
observation ranged from 39°*1 at Wolverhampton, 39°'5 at Halifax, and 39°°7 at 
Rugby, to 44°°9 at Barnstaple, 45°°9 at Guernsey, and 48°° 5 at Truro. 


The amount of rain or melted snow measured during the quarter at the Royal 
Observatory was 3°44 ins., being less than half the average amount in the corre- 
sponding quarters of 75 years. The amount measured in each month of the quarter 
showed a large deficiency. At 32 stations of observation the amounts measured ranged 
from an average of 3°41 inches at three stations in Lordon, 3°67 inches at Tottenham, 
and 3°68 inches at Oxford, to 10°26 inches at Guernsey, 12°44 inches at Truro, 
and 14°00 inches at Stonyhurst. 


The amount of bright sunshine recorded during the quarter at the Royal 
Observatory was 140 hours, or 16°8 percent. of the tetal number of hours 
during which the sun was above the horizon, the mean proportion in the corre- 
sponding periods of the preceding ten years having been 16°1 per cent. ‘The amount 
recorded in October was in excess of the average, and that in November slightly below, 
while so little as 2°4 hours in December had never previously been registered. 


. Deaths. 


During the three months ending with December 147,426 deaths were registered, 
being in the proportion of 19*9 deaths annually per 1000 living. This rate was 1°o per 
rooo higher than the mean rate in the corresponding quarters of the preceding ten 
years and 1°6 per 1000 above the average rate in the December quarters of the five 
years 1885-89; it also exceeded the death-rate in any corresponding quarter since 
1884. The lowest rates in counties were 15°3 in Hertfordshire and Herefordshire, 
15°60 in Sussex, 16°0 in Westmorland, and 16*2 ip Surrey (extra-metropolitan), the 
rates in the other counties ranging upwards t6 21°3 in Cheshire and in Monmouth- 
shire, 22°7 in Cornwall, and 23°2 in Lancashire, 
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The 147,426 deaths included 75,222 of males, and 72,204 of females, the mean 
annual mortality of males being 20°9, and that of females 19*o per 1000 estimated 
to be living of each sex; the rate among males being 5°o per cent., and that 
among females 5°6 per cent., above the mean rate for each sex in the corresponding 
quarters of the preceding ten years. Out of equal numbers living, the deaths of 
males were 110 to 100 of females. 


Ursan AND Rurat Morrarity.—In the registration districts and sub-districts, 
which are taken to represent approximately the urban portion of the country 
(see ‘Table III.), and contain a population estimated to exceed nineteen millions, 
the death-rate last quarter was 21°2 per 1000, while among the remaining and chiefly 
rural population of more than ten and a quarter millions, it was 17°5 per 1000. 
Out of equal numbers living in these urban and rural portions of the country, the 
deaths last quarter in the urban to those in the rural were in the proportion of 121 
to 100, the mean proportion in the December quarters of the preceding nine years 
having been 119. 


In the twenty-eight great towns (see Tables V. and VI.), with an estimated 
population exceeding nine and a half millions, the annual death-rate last quarter was 
22°£ per 1000, or 0g per 1000 above the general urban rate, and 1°3 per 1000 
above the average rate in these towns in the corresponding quarters of the preceding 
eight years. The lowest rates were 16°5 in Derby, 17°8 in Nottingham, and 
17°9 in Hull; the rates in the other towns ranging upwards to 25°9 in Bolton, 
31°4 in Manchester, and 31°7 in Preston. 

In fifty other large town districts, with an estimated population of nearly three 
millions, the death-rate was 19°9 per 1000, or 2*2 per 1000 below that in the larger 
towns, and corresponded with the general rate in England and Wales. 


MorTALITY AT DIFFERENT AGrES.—Of the 147,426 deaths registered last quarter, 
35,023 were of infants under one year of age, 70,237 of persons aged between one 
and 60 years, and 42,166 of persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

The mortality of infants under one year of age was in the proportion of 170 deaths 
to 1000 births registered, and excecded by 30 per 1000 the average proportion in the 
December quarters of the preceding ten years. ‘The lowest proportions in counties 
were 83 in Rutlandshire, g2 in Dorsetshire, 96 in Westmorland, and 97 in Hunting- 
donshire, the rates in the other counties rising to 190 in Worcestershire, 197 in 
Cheshire, and 205 in Staffordshire and in Lancashire. In the twenty-eight great 
towns the mean proportion was 189 per 1000, exceeding by 19 per 1000 the 
general English rate ; but while the proportions per 1ooo did not exceed 147 in 
Portsmouth, 154 in Derby, and 158 in Hull, they ranged upwards in the other towns 
to 248 in Oldham, 249 in Blackburn, and 286 in Preston. In fifty other large town 
districts the average infant mortality was 185 per 1000, the proportions ranging 
from 96 in Hastings, 108 in Cambridge, and 112 in Maidstone, to 249 in Ashton- 
under-Lyne, 253 in Dudley, and 300 in Stockport. 


The mortality of persons aged between one and 60 years in England and Wales 
was in the proportion of 10°6 deaths annually per 1000 of the estimated population 
of these ages, or 0°2 per 1000 above the mean rate in the corresponding quarters of 

the ten preceding years. In the twenty-eight great towns the rate last quarter was 
'12°7 per 1000, the rates "per 1000 in the several towns ranging from 9*o in Hull, 
9°3 in Leicester and in Derby, and 9*7 in Nottingham, to 16°3 in Bolton, 16°4 in 
Preston, and 20’2 in Manchester. . 

Among persons aged 60 years and upwards the mortality in England and Wales 
was at the rate of 77°1 per 1000 of the estimated population of these ages, exceeding 
the mean rate in the preceding ten December quarters by 8°5 per 1000, and being 
higher than in any corresponding quarter since that of 1878, in which cold season 
it was 83°1 per 1oco. In the twenty-eight great towns the mean rate at these 
ages was 87°9, the lowest rates being 62°0 in Brighton, 67°7 in Leicester, and 
73°6 in Derby, and the highest 112°1 in Blackburn, 124*1 in Manchester, and 
130° in Preston, 
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Compared with the respective average rates in the corresponding quarters of the 
ten years 1880-89, the mortality of infants last quarter in England and Wales 
showed an excess of 21°4 per cent., that of persons aged between one and 60 years. 
an excess of 1° per cent., and that of persons aged 60 years and upwards 12°4 
per cent. 


ZYMOTIC DisEAses.—The 147,426 deaths from all causes included— 
4929 attributed to measles,

Thus 17,066 deaths were ascribed to these zymotic diseases, corresponding to an 
annual rate of 2°30 per rooo living, a rate slightly higher than the average in the ten 
preceding fourth quarters which was 2°18, and higher also than in any one such 
quarter in the seven years 1883-89. The rate was less than 1°00 per 1000 in 
Wiltshire, Dorsetshire, Herefordshire, Rutlandshire, Westmorland, and North 
Wales, while it exceeded 3°00 per 1000 in Essex, Cornwall, and Lancashire. 
In the twenty-eight great towns the rate was 2°84, varying from 0°92 in Derby, 
1°38 in Huddersfield, and 1°70 in Plymouth and in Wolverhampton to 5°22 
in Manchester, 5°37 in Bolton, and 6°73 in Preston. In fifty other considerable 
urban districts the rate was 2°40; while, in the remaining and mainly rural parts 

of England and Wales it was 1°85. 


The deaths from measles numbered 4929, and corresponded to an annual rate of 
0°67 per 1000. ‘This rate was not only considerably above the average for the ten 
preceding corresponding quarters, which was 0°45, but was higher than in any one 
fourth quarter in the nineteen preceding years, with the single exception of 1888, 
when the rate was alsoo*67. ‘The rate did not exceed o*10 in Cambridgeshire, 
Wiltshire, Dorsetshire, Herefordshire, Northumberland, or Westmorland, while it 
exceeded 1°00 in Middlesex (extra-metropolitan), Northamptonshire, Huntingdon- 
shire, Essex, Suffolk, Cornwall, and Cheshire. In the twenty-eight great towns the 
rate was 0°88 per 1000, varying however from o*oo in Portsmouth, 0°03 in New- 
castle, and 0°04 in Derby, to 2°17 in Manchester, 2°18 in Oldham, 2°48 in Birken- 
head and in Preston, and 2°76 in Bolton. In fifty other considerable urban 
districts the rate was 0°58, while in the remaining and mainly rural parts of the 
country it was 0°52. Among districts and sub-districts, the mortality from measles 
was apparently excessive in Guildtord, Godalming, Mortlake, Northfleet, Brentford, 
High Wycombe, Brixworth, Kettering, St. Ives, West Ham, Bury St. Edmunds, 
Stowmarket, Ipswich Western and Kastern, King’s Lynn, Penryn, Leck, Halesowen, 
Ashover, Chester Castle, Chester Cathedral,’ Prescot, Chorley, Yeadon, Drighlington, 
and Caerleon. 


The 4110 deaths from diarrhea corresponded to an annual rate of 0°55 per 
1000, this rate being in excess of the average in the ten next preceding fourth 
quarters, which had been 0°43. ‘This excess was doubtlessly due to the unusually 
warm weather in the early autumn months. ‘The highest county rates were o*gt in 
Lancashire, and 0°95 in Northamptonshire and in Staffordshire, after which came 
West and East Ridings, Durham, and Northumberland, with rates in each case 
above o*70. In the twenty-eight great towns the rate was 0°68 ; rising, however, 
to 1°65 in Bolton, 1°8t in Blackburn, and 2°47 in Preston. In fifty other con- 
siderable urban districts the rate was 0°69, while in the remaining and mainly rural 
parts of the country it was o'4t. Among sub-districts where the mortality from 
diarrhoea was excesssive, were Dudley, Bury, Darfield, and Houghton-le-Spring. 


To whooping-cough were ascribed 2303 deaths, or 0°31 annually per 1000 living, 
a rate somewhat below the average in the ten preceding fourth quarters, which 
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was 0°23. The rates varied from 0°00 in Rutlandshire, 0°05 in Derbyshire, and 
o'o7 in Gloucestershire, to 0°61 in North Riding and in Norfolk, 0°66 in 
Buckinghamshire, 0°69 in Bedfordshire, and 0°81 in Cornwall. In the twenty- 
eight great towns the rate was 0°35, but, while no death from this cause was 
recorded in Plymouth and only one in Derby, the rate per rooo was 0°71 in 
Sunderland, 0°89 in Preston, and 1°25 in Norwich. In fifty other considerable 
urban districts the rate was 0°30; while in the remaining and mainly rural parts 
of the country it was 0°28. Among sub-districts in which the mortality from this 
ailment aas apparently in excess were Dorking, Waddesdon, Epping, Fakenham, 
Holsworthy, Antony, Farnworth (Prescot), Goole, and Stokesley. 


The 2038 deaths from scarlet fever corresponded to an annual rate of 0°28 
per 1000, a rate far below the average for the ten preceding fourth quarters, which | 
was o'46. No death from this disease was recorded in Huntingdonshire, and 
the rate was only 0'03 in Surrey (extra-metropolitan), Berkshire, Buckinghamshire, 
Worthamptonshire, and Hast Riding, while the highest rates were 0°63 in 
South Wales and 0°66 in Lancashire. In the twenty-eight great towns the rate 
was 0°35; but, while it did not exceed o' 10 in Brighton, Norwich, Huddersfield, 
Hull, or Cardiff, it was 0°63 in Sunderland, 0°64 in Halifax, o'69 in Manchester, 
0°75 in Sheffield, and 1°36 in Liverpool, where it caused 224 deaths. In fifty other 
considerable urban districts the rate was 0°38, while in the remaining and mainly 
rural parts of the country it was o°20. Among sub-districts the mortality from 
scarlet fever was apparently excessive in Ilminster, Crewkerne, St. Helens, West- 


leigh, Atherton, Rotherham, Llanwonno, Ystradyfodwg, Gelligaer, Margam, and 
Neath. 


The deaths from fever, including typhus, enteric fever, and simple or ill-defined 
forms of continued fever, numbered 2007, and corresponded to an annual mortality 
of 0°27 per 1000 living, against an average of 0°31 in the ten preceding fourth 
quarters. The rate was below o*10 in Bedfordshire, Wiltshire, Dorsetshire, 
Somersetshire, and Rutlandshire, while it varied from o*40 to o*75 in Hssex, 
Cheshire, Durham, and North Riding. ‘The rate in the twenty-eight great towns 
was 0°28, rising, however, to 0’ 51 in Leeds, 0°52 in Portsmouth, 0°55 in Salford, 
and o°78 in Birkenhead. In fifty other considerable urban districts the rate was 
0'31, while in the remaining and mainly rural parts of the country it was 0°25. 
Among sub-districts where the mortality from fever was apparently excessive were 
Rothwell (Kettering), Prittlewell, Arundel, Runcorn, Stovkton, Hamsterley, and 
St. Asaph. It is stated by the Registrars of Whitehaven and St. Bees sub-districts 


of Whitehaven registration district that 12 deaths returned under the heading 
“ fever” were from typhus. 


The deaths ascribed to diphtheria were 1678, and corresponded to an annual 
mortality of 0°23 per 1000, which was not only considerably above the average 
for the ten preceding fourth quarters, which had been 0‘18, but higher than in any 
one of the twenty preceding corresponding quarters, with the exception of 1889, 
when it was also 0°23. ‘The rate did not exceed o‘10 in Berkshire, Northampton- 
shire, Somersetshire, Herefordshire, Staffordshire, Leicestershire, North Riding, 
Durham, or Cumberland, while it was o*4o or more in Surrey (extra- 
metropolitan), Essex, and Monmouthshire. In the twenty-eight great towns the 
rate was 0°30, but while it did not exceed o'05 in Wolverhampton, Blackburn, 
Bradford, or Sunderland, it was 0'73 in Portsmouth and 0o'78 in Salford. In 
fifty other considerable urban districts the rate was 0°14, while in the remaining 
and mainly rural parts of the country it was o-19. Among sub-districts the 
mortality from this disease was apparently in excess in Carshalton, Eastbourne, 
Henley, Melksham, Scarisbrick, and Llanddausaint (Holyhead). 


To small-pox only one death was ascribed, and this was of a foreigner on board 
a vessel in the London docks. 


The following Table shows the relative mortality from each of the aboye- 
mentioned zymotic diseases in England and. Wales, in the twenty-eight great 


towns, in fifty other considerable town districts, and in the remainder of the 
country -— :

CERTIFICATION OF Causks or Duatu.—Of the 147,426 deaths in England and 
Wales, the causes of 134,719, or gI'4 per cent., were duly certified by registered 
medical practitioners, and of 8513, or 5°8 percent., by coroners after inquest. The 
causes of the remaining 4194, or 2‘8 per cent., of the deaths were not certified, 
While, however, the proportion of uncertified deaths was only 0°8 per cent. in 
Wiltshire, 1°0 in London, t*1r in Surrey (extra-metropolitan) and in Monmouth- 
shire, 1°2 in Buckinghamshire, and 1°5 in Somersetshire, it ranged in the other 
counties to 4°3 in Essex and in Westmorland, 4° 5 in Durham, 5°o in Huntingdon- 
shire, and 5°9 in Herefordshire. In North Wales the proportion of uncertified 
deaths was 6°6 per cent., and in South Wales it was 5°2 per cent. In the twenty- 
eight great towns the proportion was 2°2 per cent., varying from 0°7 per cent. in 
Sunderland, o’9 in Derby, and 1*o each in London, Portsmouth, Plymouth, and 
Leeds, to 5*2 in Sheffield, 5°6 in Halifax, and 7°0 in Liverpool. 


Viotzent Deatus.—To different forms of violence were referred 4570 deaths, 
showing an annual rate of o°61 per rooo living, which was also the average 
rate in the December quarters of the preceding ten years. The lowest rates in 
counties were 0°25 per 1000 in Hertfordshire, 0°26 in Oxfordshire, and, 0°35 in 
Shropshire; and the highest 0°75 in Lancashire and in Northumberland, 0°88 
in South Wales, and o‘g1 in Monmouthshire. In the twenty-eight great towns 
the rate was 0°72 per 1000, not exceeding 0o*22 per 1000 in Bradford or 0° 50 in 
Brighton, Norwich, Nottingham, Birkenhead, Blackburn, or Huddersfield, but 
rising in the other towns to 1°05 in Liverpool and in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 
1°34 in Oardiff. hay 

Inqursts.—Inquests were held concerning 8513 deaths, this number being 5°8 
per cent. of the total deaths, against a mean proportion of 5°5 per cent, in the 
‘preceding ten corresponding quarters. In the twenty-eight great towns the 
proportions of inquest cases to total deaths ranged from 2'0 per cent. in Preston, 
2‘6 in Brighton, and 30 in Huddersfield, to 8*9 in Leicester, g*1 in Plymouth, 
and 9‘9 in Derby, the mean proportion being 6°8 per cent. 


Deatus 1n Posuic Instirorions.—Of the total deaths registered in England 
and Wales, 16,614, or 11°3 per cent., occurred in workhouses, hospitals, and 
public lunatic asylums, the percentage showing an excess of 0°8 over the average 
proportion in the corresponding quarters of the ten years 1880-89. In the 
twenty-eight great towns the proportion of deaths in such institutions was 17° 4 
per cent., and ranged from 6°4 in Preston, 7*6 in Norwich, and 8'o in Hudders- 
field, to 19°4 in Manchester, and 23°3 in London, 
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HEALTH OF COLONIAL AND Foreten CrriEs. 


A summary of the Weekly Returns, with which the Registrar-General is favoured 
by various local authorities abroad, shows that the deaths last quarter in thirty-one 
Colonial and Foreign cities, with an aggregate population exceeding seventeen 
millions, corresponded to an annual rate of 22°6 per 1000 living. 


In the twenty-one European cities the mean death-rate per Iooo was 21°8, 
against 22°1 in the twenty-eight great English towns. In Paris the rate was 22°8 
per 1000, in Berlin 17°9, and in Vienna 21°8, the rate in London being 21°3. 
Among the thirty-one Colonial and Foreign cities the lowest death-rates were 17°3 
in Christiania, 17°6 in Philadelphia, 17°7 in Dresden, and 17°g in Berlin, while the 
highest were 35°3 in Venice, 40°3 in Cairo, and 41°8 in Madras. So many as 
182 deaths were referred to small-pox in Venice, 163 in St. Petersburg, 44 in 
Brussels, 22 in Vienna, and 15 in Prague. The mortality from measles was high 
in Stockholm, The Hague, and Amsterdam; from scarlet fever, in Stockholm, 
Christiania, Buda-Pesth, Breslau, and St. Petersburg; and from diphtheria, in 
Christiania, Copenhagen, Stockholm, Paris, and in most of the German, Austrian, 
and American cities. ‘The mortality from “ fever” was excessive in the Indian 
and Egyptian cities. The death-rates from diarrheal diseases were also highest in 


the Indian and Egyptian cities, and showed excess in Munich, St. Petersburg, and 
Buda-Pesth, 


The Year 1890. 


According to the quarterly returns furnished by the local Registrars, 872,515 births 
and 564,248 deaths were registered in Nngland and Wales during the year 1890. ‘The 
natural increase of population, by excess of births over deaths, was thus 308,267, 
against an average increase in the preceding five years of 366,013, On the 
assumption that the rate of increase of population in the intercensal period 1871-81 
has been maintained since 1881, the increase of population during the year would 
have been 394,685, or 86,418 in excess of the balance between births and deaths 
actually registered. Moreover, the actual addition to the population by natural 
increase was doubtless diminished, as in other years, by an excess of unknown 
extent in the amount of emigration over that of immigration. As regards 
emigration, the returns issued by the Board of Trade show that, after distribution 
of not stated cases, 221,105 British emigrants left the various ports of the United 
Kingdom at which emigration officers are stationed; and that of these, 142,530 
were English, 21,049 Scotch, and 57,526 Irish. The amount of emigration from 
each portion of the United Kingdom showed a considerable decline from that 
recorded in 1888 and 1889. 

The birth-rate in England and Wales during last year was 29°7 per 1000 living, 

being so much as 2°9 per 1000 below the average rate in the preceding ten years, 
The birth-rate has now experienced a continuous decline since 1876, when it was 
36°3, compared with whick the rate last year showed a decline of no less than 
18°2 per cent. 
’ The death-rate per 1000, which in the two years 1888 and 1889 had been unprece- 
dentedly low, viz. 17°8 and 17*9 respectively, and had averaged in the five years 
1885-89 only 18:6, rose last year to 19°2, this rate, however, being lower than that 
in any year prior to 1881. 

Of the 564,248 deaths registered last year, 131,535 were of infants under one year 
of age, and 159,839 of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The proportion of 
deaths under one year of age to registered births was 151 per 1000, the average 
proportion in the preceding ten years having been 142; the excess of mortality was 
almost entirely in the fourth quarter of the year. The death-rate among persons 
aged 6o years and upwards was 73°7 per 1000 estimated living at these ages, 
against 70°5, 68'g, and 65°5 per 1000 respectively in the preceding three years. 
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The deaths from all causes in 18go included 16,574 from diarrhoea, 12,386 from 
measles, 13,110 from whooping-cough, 6,876 from scarlet fever, 5,456 from “ fever,” 
59281 from diphtheria, and only 15 from small-pox. Thus 59,698 deaths were 
attributed to these principal zymotic diseases, being 3343 fewer than the number so 
referred in the previous year. The death-rate last year from these diseases was 2°03 
per 1000 living, the rates in the preceding three years having been 2°37, 1°83, and 
2°17 per 1000 respectively. The average annual death-rate from these zymotie 
diseases during the decennium just closed (1881~90) was 2°30 per 1000, against 
3°95, 4°15, and 3°38 per 1000 respectively in the three decennia comprised in 
the period 1851-80. 

Compared with the mean rate in the preceding nine years of the decennium 
1881-90, the mortality from whooping-cough last year showed a slight rise, as also 
did that from diphtheria, whereas the rates from the other principal zymotic diseases 
showed a considerable decline, notably the rates from scarlet fever and ‘ fever.” 

Inquests were held in 31,581 cases, or 5°6 per cent. of the total deaths in 1890, 
this proportion not differing from that in each of the preceding three years. The 
causes of 15,947, or 2°8 per cent, of the total deaths were not certified either by 
registered medical practitioners or by coroners, this proportion, as in recent years, 
again showing a decline. 

To different forms of violence 18,025 deaths were referred, being 3°2 per cent. of 
the total deaths, and giving a rate of o*61 per 1000 living, this rate differing 
inappreciably from that in each of the preceding two years. 


The foregoing statistics for the year 1890, being derived from returns furnished 
quarterly by the local registrars are subject to revision when the causes of death and 
other details shall have been finally classified and tabulated for publication in the 
Registrar General’s Fifty-third Annual Report now in course of preparation,

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METEOROLOGY OF ENGLAND. 


REMARKS ON THE WEATHER DURING THE QUARTER ENDING DECEMBER 318T, 1890. 
By JAMES GLAISHER, EsqQ., F.R.S., Sc. 


The weather in October was very fine and dry. The temperature of the air during the first 
week and the last two days were above their averages, and below generally from the 8th to the 
29th, particularly so on the 26th, 27th, and 28th days. The mean temperature of the 28th was 
16° below its average, and it was the coldest day in October for many years. The atmospheric 


pressure till the 30th was above its average, with the exception of two or three days, The fall 
of rain was small, 


The weather in November was generally fine and mild till the 24th, when very severe weather 
set in and continued. The temperature of the air differed but little from the average till the 12th. 
It was warm from the 13th to the 24th, and particularly on the 19th, 20th, and 23rd days, the 
mean temperature of these three days being exceptionally warm for the time of year, averaging 
full 10° above their averages. On the 25th the temperature fell quickly, to the 28th, when the 
mean temperature at Blackheath was 20°°2, being 21°°4 below the average, and the mean 
depression of temperature below their averages for the six days ending the 3oth was 143°. The 
atmospheric pressure was below its average till the 13th, and was above from the 14th, with the 
exception of the 23rd, 24th, and 25th days. The fall of rain was below its average about London, 
_ but was in excess at many stations in the Midland and Northern Counties. 


The weather in December was very cold, with frequent fog and light snow. At Blackheath the 
mean daily temperature of the air tillthe 9th was somewhat above 32°; from the roth to the 
end of the month, with the single exception of the 21st, when the mean was 32°°6, it was 
constantly below 32°. The cold was remarkable for its persistency and severity. ‘On many 
days the deficiency of temperature below average exceeded 12°, on the 14th it was as large as 
173°, and on the 22nd as large as 21°. The lowest reading in the month at Blackheath was 
12; at Rugby the lowest reading was 1°, at Cambridge 3°, at Royston 4°, at Salisbury 
6°, at Hereford 64°, and at Barnet and Tottenham 8°. The atmospheric pressure till the 
14th was for two or three days together below its average, and then for two or three days above ; 
from the 15th to the 19th it was below, and above from the 21st. The fall of rain was small. 
The month is remarkable as being the coldest December in this century. The nearest approach 
in modern times was in 1879. In this year a severe cold set in on November 20, and from that 
day to the end of the year every day was below its average temperature. The mean temperature 
of December 1879 was 24° warmer than this December. 


About London, the mean daily temperature of the air was generally above its average till 
October 7th, the mean daily excess being 2°*s; from the 8th to the 29th it was generally below, 
being particularly so on the 13th, 14th, 26th, 27th, and 28th when it was 7°° 3, 9°°3, 8°°0, 10°°4 
and 16°°1 respectively below; the mean daily deficiency for the 22 days ending October 2oth, 
being 3°°6; from October z3oth to November 2nd it was above, the mean daily excess being 3°°7 ; 
from November 3rd to the 12th it was generally below, the mean daily deficiency being 1°°8 ; 
from November 13th to the 24th it was above, being particularly so on the 19th, 20th, 21st, and 
23rd, when it was as much as 10°°8, 11°°0, 8°*5, and 10°*g respectively above; the mean daily 
excess for the 12 days being 6°°3; and from November 25th to December 31st it was constantly 
below; the temperature being as much as 21°’o below on the 22nd of December, and on nearly 
every day during the 37 days ending December 31st the temperature was from 6° to 18° below 
its average. The mean daily deficiency for these 37 days was 11°°s. 


The mean temperature of the air for October was 49°: 3, being 0°: 2 and 0°*s below the average 


of 119 and 49 years respectively; it was 0°°7, 3°°3, and 4°°3 higher than in 1889, 1888, and 
1887 respectively. 


The mean temperature of the air for November was 43°°2, being o°'8 above the average of 


119 years, and o°*3 below the average of 49 years. It was 1°°1 and 3°°8 lower than in 1889 and 
1888 respectively, and 2° 4 higher than in 1887. 


The mean temperature of the air for December was *29°:8, being 9°°3 and 10°'o below the 
average of 119 and 49 years respectively. It was 7°°8, 11°°0, and 8°°3 lower than in 1889, 1888, 
and 1887 respectively, and there was only one instance of as low or lower temperature back to the 
year 1771, viz., 1788 when it was 29°o0, and there were only 7 other instances of as low or lower 
temperature in any month in the 119 years, viz. :—

The mean high day temperature of the air for October was 57°°5, being 0°*3 below the average 
of 49 years; it was 1°*1, 2°°3, and 4°°9 higher than in 1889, 1888, and 1887 respectively. 

The mean high day temperature of the air for November was 49°°3, being 0°*s above the 


average of 49 years; it was 0°*°4 and 2°*2 lower than in 1889 and 1888 respectively ; and 3°°9 
higher than in 1887. 
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The mean high day temperature of the air for December was 33°°3, being 11°°2 below the 
average of 49 years; it was 8°°4, 12°° 3, and 8°°8 lower than in 1889, 1888, and 1887 respectively; 
and there was no instance of as low or lower temperature back to 1841. 


The mean low night temperature of the air for October was 41°°8, being 1°*4 below the average 
of 49 years; it was 0°°4 lower than in 1889, and 4°'1 and 3°°5 paker than in 1888 and 1887 
respectively. 


The mean low night temperature of the air for November was 37°*2, being 0°*5 below the 
average of 49 years; it was 1°°6 and 5°°5 lower than in 1889 and 1888 respectively, and 1°°2 
higher than in 1887. 


The mean low night temperature of the air for December was 25°°2, being 9°°8 below the 
average of 49 years; it was 7°°3, 10°°4, and 8°*2 lower than in 1889, 1888, and 1887 respectively ; 
and there was no instance of as low temperature back to 1841. 


The mean daily range of temperature for October was 15°°4, being 1°°1 more than the 
average ; in November it was 12°*1, being 0°°8 above the average; and in December it was 
8°°1, being 1° 2 less than the average.

- From November to December there was a decrease at all stations; at those south of 51° of 
9°*9 ; between 51° and 52° of 12°°8; between 52° and 53° of 11°°7, and at stations north of this 
parallel of 9°°8. 

The mean reading of the barometer, at the height of 159 ft. above the sea level, for the month 
of October was 29°921 ins., being 0°209 in. above the average of 49 years. It was 0*400 in., 
0*033 in., and o’oo5 in. higher than in 1889, 1888, and 1887 respectively ; and there were only 
3 instances of as high or higher barometer reading back to the year 1841, viz. :— 

1879 it was 29‘gs2 ins. | 1866 it was 29°927 ins. | 1856 it was 29‘991 ins. 

The mean reading of the barometer for November was 29°701 ins., being 0°040 in. below the 
average of 49 years. It was 0°342 in. lower than in 1889, and 0°077 in. and o°17r in. higher 
than in 1888 and 1887 respectively. 

The mean reading of the barometer for December was 29°851 ins., being o'o5q in. above the 
average of 49 years. It was 0°159 in. lower than in 1889, and 0042 in. and 0'175 in. higher 
than in 1888 and 1887 respectively. 

From September to October there was a decrease at all stations, at those south of 51° of 
o‘ot in,, and at stations north of this parallel of o*os5 in. . 

From October to November there was a decrease of about 0°22 in. at all stations. 

From November to December there was an increase at all stations, at those south of 51° of 


0:06 in., between 51° and 52° of 0' 14 in., between 52° and 53° of o°20in., and at stations north - 


of this parallel of 0:24 in. 


About London the atmospheric pressure was generally above its average till October 30th, 
being on several days more than half an inch above, the mean daily excess for the 30 days being 
0°23 in.; from October 31st to November 13th it was below, being particularly so on the 2nd, 
4th, and 4th of November, when it was as much as 0°7o in., 0°72 in., and 0°75 in, respectively 
below ; from November 14th to December 14th it was generally above, the mean daily excess 
for these 31 days being 0°14 in.; from December 15th to the 2oth it was below, being as much 
as 0°73 in. below its average on the 19th, the mean daily deficiency for the 6 days being 0°29 in. ; 
and from December 21st to the 31st it was above, the mean daily excess being 0°18 in. 


_ Thunderstorms occurred in October on the 1th at Liverpool; on the 16th at Royston and 
Halifax ; and on the 26th at Truro and Liverpool. | 
In November on the 25th at Guernsey. 


Thunder was heard but lightning was not seen in October on the 16th at Cambridge and 
Stonyhurst ; and on the 17th at Royston.
